I  would  respectfully  ask  unanimous  consent  of  the  members  pres- 
ent to  introduce  a  bill  without  previous  notice. 

The  title  of  said  bill  is:  "A  bill  for  an  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  relat- 
ing to  the  compensation  of  injured  workmen  in  our  industries  and  the 
compensation  to  their  dependents  where  such  injuries  result  in  death, 
creating  an  industrial  insurance  department,  making  an  appropriation 
for  its  administration,  providing  for  the  creation  and  distribution  of 
funds  for  compensation  and  care  of  workmen  injured  in  the  hazardous 
employments,  providing  penalties  for  the  non-observance  of  regulations 
for  the  prevention  of  such  injuries  and  for  a  violation  of  its  provisions, 
asserting  and  exercising  police  power  in  such  cases,  and  except  in 
certain  specified  cases,  abolishing  the  doctrine  of  negligence  as  the 
ground  for  the  recovery  of  damages  against  employers  and  depriving 
the  courts  of  jurisdiction  of  such  controveries." 

DENNIS  MURPHY,  of  Silver  Bow. 
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On  motion  of  Eliel,  a  committee  of  three  was  appointed  to  draft 
resolutions  in  sympathy  with  Representative  McNally  on  the  death 
of  his  mother  and  immediately  after  the  Governor's  address  the  House 
adjourned  as  a  mark  of  respect. 

The  following  committee  was  appointed:  Eliel,  Norton  and 
Durkan. 

On  motion  of  Carnal,  a  committee  of  three  consisting  of  Higgins, 
Kirschwing  and  Blake,  was  appointed  to  draft  resolutions  of  sympathy 
on  the  death  of  A.  H.  Reser  and  Dr.  Blackburn,  members  of  the  Twelfth 
Legislative  Assembly. 

On  motion  of  Day,  recess  was  taken  and  the  Speaker  appointed  a 
committee  of  three,  consitsing  of  Fisher,  Kuphal  and  Crippen,  to  notify 
the  Senate  that  the  House  was  ready  for  joint  session. 

JOINT  SESSION. 

At  12:15  P.  M.,  the  Honorable  Senate  appeared  at  the  door  of 
the  House  and  was  duly  introduced  and  received.  The  joint  assembly 
was  presided  over  by  Senator  Muffly,  president  pro  tern  of  the  Senate. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Senate  called  the  roll  of  the  Senate  and  the 
Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  called  the  roll  of  the  House  and  announced 
that  a  quorum  was  present. 

The  Chair  appointed  Senator  Dearborn,  Representative  Day  and 
Representative  Doggett  as  a  committee  to  notify  the  Governor  that  the 
joint  assembly  was  in  session. 

RESOLUTION. 

The  following  resolution  was  received  and  read  and  was  unanimous- 
ly adopted  by  standing  vote: 

WHEREAS,  During  the  past  five  years  the  State  of  Montana  has 
had  the  good  fortune  to  have  as  chief  executive  officer  the  Hon. 
Edwin  L.  Norris,  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  people  of  Montana  recognize  the  great  ability  and 
high  character  of  said  Edwin  L.  Norris  and  regret  the  fact  that  he  has 
withdrawn  from  public  office,  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  conservation  and  development  of  the  resources  of 
fhp.  West  is  one  of  the  great  prdblems  facing  the  incoming  administra- 
tion of  the  national  government,  and  recognizing  the  fact  that  Governor 
Norris  has  been  one  of  the  foremost  students  and  practical  workers  in 
all  matters  pertaining  to  the  welfare  and  development  of  the  country, 
and  desiring  to  secure  to  the  whole  people  the  valuable  services  of 
the  Hon.  Edwin  L.  Norris; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  we  hereby  respect- 
fully ask  the  Hon.  Woodrow  Wilson,  president-elect,  to  give  careful 
consideration  to  the  name  of  Edwin  L.  Norris  for  appointment  to  the 
position  of  Secretary  of  the  Interior; 

AND,  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolu- 
tion, bearing  the  official  seal  of  the  State,  and  the  signature  of  the 
presiding  officers  be  transmitted  to  the  Hon.  Woodrow  Wilson. 

WHITESIDE. 

Governor  Stewart  appeared  at  the  door  of  the  House  and  was 
escorted  to  the  platform  and  introduced  to  the  Assembly,  and  pro- 
ceeded to  deliver  his  message  to  the  joint  assembly. 
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Motion  by  Bliel  that  the  joint  assembly  tender  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  for  his  message. 
Motion  prevailed  unanimously. 

Motion  by  Higgins  amended  by  Whiteside,  duly  carried,  that  the 
Printing  Committee  have  two'  thousand  copies  of  the  G-overnor's 
message  printed  for  distribution  in  the  Senate  and  House. 

On  motion  of  Whiteside  the  joint  assembly  was  dissolved  and  the 
Senate  retired  from  the  body  of  the  House.

One  subject  which  is  of  more  importance  to  the  development  of  the 
West  than  all  of  the  other  public  questions  combined,  is,  we  believe, 
the  appoantment  of  a  Secretary  for  the  Department  of  the  Interior  who 
is  qualified  to  represent  the  West  in  problems  dealing  with  the  public 
domain. 

The  legislature  of  your  State  can  exert  great  influence  with  Presi- 
dent-elect Wilson  to  this  end.  Enclosed  is  a  copy  of  a  resolution, 
which,  if  endorsed  and  sent  to  the  President-elect,  will  have  consider- 
able weight  in  the  matter. 

The  importance  of  choosing  a  western  man  Tor  Secretary  of  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  in  order  that  the  vast  country  west  of 
the  Missouri  river  may  proceed  with  its  development,  demands  that  all 
take  quick  action  and  put  their  whole  force  behind  the  movement  to 
secure  a  Secretary  for  the  West. 

We  are  not  suggesting  a  candidate,  but  merely  ar^  emphasizing 
the  fact  that  the  West  can  best  be  served  by  the  appointment  of  a 
man  to  the  cabinet  who  has  the  proper  knowledge  and  experience,  and 
who  necessarily  must  be  a  western  man. 

We  hope,  therefore,  that  you  will  support  this  movement  and  give 
it  your  immediate  and  hearty  endorsement.  We  will  appreciate  hearing 
from  you  by  an  early  mail  just  what  action  your  body  decides  to  take, 
and  would  like  to  have  a  copy  of  whatever  communication  you  may  for- 
ward to  Washington.

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  pardons,  diminutions  of  sen- 
tence and  commutations  granted  since  the  time  of  the  report  submitted 
to  the  Twelfth  Assembly: 

BY  GOVERNAR  NORRIS. 
PARDONS. 

JAMES  WARNER. 

On  January  9,  1911,  a  pardon  was  granted  to  James  Wlarner,  who 
was  committed  from  Beaverhead  County  in  November,  1907,  for  nine 
years,  for  forgery.  The  pardon  was  based  upon  the  recommendation,  of 
the  prison  physician  and  warden,  Warner  being  a  sufferer  from  tuber- 
culosis in  an  advanced  stage,  and  his  confinement  being  a  menace  to 
the  other  prisoners. 
CJARENCE  TWEEDEN. 

On  July  13,  1911,  a  pardon  was  granted  to  Clarence  Tweeden,  who 
was  committed  to  the  State  Reform  School  from  Silver  Bow  County 
for  vagrancy  and  incorrigibility.  The  boy's  parents  were  anxious  to 
take  him  to  their  home  in  North  Dakota,  and  the  Executive  Board  of 
the  Reform  School  recommended  that  the  boy  be  pardoned. 
WALTER  BERGAN. 

On  July  18,  1911,  a  pardon  was  granted  to  Walter  Bergan,  who 
was  convicted  in  Meagher  County  and  sentenced  to  eighteen  months, 
for  assault  in  the  second  degree.  The  presiding  judge,  Hon.  E.  K. 
Cheadle,  expressed  the  belief  that  Bergan  was  innocent  and  recom- 
mended the  pardon. 
SAM  CHEW. 

On  November  25,  1911,  a  pardon  was  granted  to  Sam  Chew,  who 
was  convicted  of  assault  in  the  third  degree  and  sentenced  to  six 
months  in  the  Lewis  and  Clark  county  jail.  The  prisoner  had  served 
four  months  in  jail,  and  his  pardon  was  recommended  by  Hon.  J.  M. 
Clements  and  Hon.  A.  P.  Heywood,  respectively  the  presiding  judge  and 
county  attorney,  and  the  jurors  who  sat  at  the  trial  of  the  case. 
J.  L.  MADDOX. 

On  November  25,  1911,  a  pardon  was  granted  to  J.  L.  Maddox,  who 
was  convicted  in  Gallatin  county  of  selling  liquor  without  a  license 
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and  sentenced  to  four  months  in  the  county  jail.  Maddox,  who  was 
then  in  his  seventieth  year,  had  served  more  than  three  months  of  his 
term,  and  his  pardon  was  recommended  by  Mr.  Associate  Justice 
Smith  of  the  Supreme  Court;  and  Hon.  Justin  M.  Smith,  County  Attor- 
ney of  Gallatin  County,  made  no  opposition  to  the  pardon. 
JOSEPH  WEIR. 

On  June  20,  1912,  a  pardon  was  granted  to  Joseph  Weir,  who,  in 
September,  1895,  was  convicted  in  Cascade  county  of  the  crime  of  rape 
and  sentenced  to  life  imprisonment.  Wieir  was  ill  and  infirm,  and  in 
the  opinion  of  the  prison  physician  a  recovery  was  unlikely.  The 
pardon  was  granted  upon  the  condition  that  Weir's  relatives  in  Eng- 
land should  at  once  take  him  out  of  the  United  States. 
CHARLES   J.  GREENE. 

On  July  8,  1912,  a  pardon  was  granted  to  Charles  J.  Greene,  who 
was  convicted  of  petit  larceny  in  Gallatin  county  and  sentenced  to  six 
months  in  the  County  Jail.  Greene  had  served  more  than  three  months 
of  the  sentence,  and  his  application  for  pardon  was  supported  by 
Hon.  Justin  M.  Smith,  County  Attorney.  Green's  petition  also  bcre  the 
signatures  of  Hon.  W.  R.  C.  Stewart,  District  Judge;  Hon.  W.  T.  Gil- 
mer, Justice  of  the  Peace  who  sentenced  the  prisoner,  and  numerous 
county  officers  of  Gallatin  County. 
JOHN  P.  MORRISON. 

On  November  9,  1912,  a  pardon  was  granted  to  John  P.  Morrison, 
w4io  was  convicted  in  Granite  County  of  the  crime  of  rape  and  sen- 
tenced to  two  years'  imprisonment.  Upon  a  careful  reading  of  the  testi- 
mony the  Governor  reached  the  conclusion  arrived  at  by  the  Supreme 
Court,  vi^hich  declared  that  the  jury  should  not  have  believed  the  prose- 
cuting witness'  story  to  the  effect  that  she  was  raped. 

COMMUTATIONS  AND  DIMINUTIONS. 
FRANK  MORRIS. 

On  June  20,  1911,  a  commutation  of  sentence  was  granted  to  Frank 
Morris,  who  was  sent  up  from  Lewis  and  Clark  County  for  twelve 
years  for  burglary  in  the  first  degree,  his  term  being  reduced  to  eight 
years.  The  commutation  was  granted  because  of  the  extreme  youth 
of  the  prisoner  at  the  time  of  the  commission  of  the  crime,  his  appar- 
ent reformation  and  the  recommendation  of  Hon.  J.  M.  Clements,  the 
presiding  judge. 
BARNEY  HEDICAN. 

On  July  11,  1911,  a  remission  of  sentence  was  granted  in  the  case 
of  Blarney  Hedican,  who  was  committed  to  the  State  Prison  from  Fer- 
gus county,  for  grand  larceny.  He  was  twice  tried  and  convicted  for 
twio  offenses,  and  sentenced  to  terms  of  eight  years  and  six  years 
respectively.  It  was  shown  that  Hedican  had  been  a  model  prisoner 
and  that  he  exhibited  every  indication  of  reformation.  His  second 
sentence  of  six  years  was  remitted. 
WILLIAM  HOWELL. 

On  November  13,  1911,  a  diminution  of  sentence  from  life  imprison- 
ment to  twenty-two  years  was  granted  to  William  Howell,  who  was 
sent  up  from  Chouteau  county  in  November,  1900,  for  murder.  The 
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diminution  was  granted  on  the  ground  that  under  all  of  the  circum- 
stances surrounding  the  case  the  punishment  inflicted  was  unduly  severe, 
and  in  view  of  the  excellent  record  of  the  prisoner  during  his  imprison- 
ment. 

CORNELIUS  CREAN. 

On  May  1,  1912,  a  commutation  of  sentence  from  ten  years  to  six 
years  was  granted  to  Cornelius  Crean,  who  was  convicted  in  Jefferson 
county  of  the  crime  of  manslaughter  in  May,  1909.  It  was  held  that 
the  object  sought  to  be  accomplished  by  the  prisoner's  punishment  had 
been  attained,  and  his  excellent  reputation  before  conviction  and  his 
conduct  as  a  prisoner  were  taken  into  consideration. 
MILTON  O.  HOWELL. 

On  June  20,  1912,  a  diminution  of  sentence  from  life  imprisonment 
to  twenty-three  years  was  granted  in  the  case  of  Milton  O.  Howell,  who 
was  convicted  in  Fergus  county  of  the  crime  of  murder  in  the  first 
degree  and  sentenced  to  be  hanged,  his  sentence  having  been  com- 
muted to  life  imprisonment  by  Governor  Smith.  An  examination  of  the 
skull  of  the  man  whom  Howell  killed  showed  that  the  fatal  shot  had 
entered  from  the  front  and  not  from  the  rear  of  the  head,  thus  tend- 
ing strongly  to  corroborate  the  testimony  of  the  defendant  on  the  trial 
of  the  case.  The  presiding  judge,  the  county  attorney  and  the  attorney 
general  who  prosecuted  the  action,  recommended  a  pardon  in  this  case. 
WILLIAM  ALBERTSON. 

On  July  23,  1912,  a  diminution  of  sentence  from  foui  years  to 
eighteen  months  was  granted  to  William  Albertson,  who  was  sent  up 
from  Valley  county,  having  pleaded  guilty  to  the  charge  of  grand  lar- 
ceny. Albertson's  pardon  was  urged  by  Hon.  Prank  N.  Utter,  the 
presiding  judge,  and  a  number  of  citizens  of  Valley  county,  and  the 
diminution  was  granted  in  consideration  of  the  youth  of  the  offender, 
his  previous  good  reputation,  the  fact  that  it  was  his  first  offense,  and 
the  further  fact  that  the  punishment,  under  all  of  the  circumstances, 
was  severe. 
THOMAS  FORD. 

On  August  14,  1912,  a  diminution  of  sentence  from  ten  years  to  nine 
years  was  granted  in  the  case  of  Thomas  Ford,  who  was  sentenced  in 
Flathead  county,  for  the  crime  of  manslaughter.  It  was  held  that  the 
punishment  imposed  had  served  its  purpose  and  the  reformation  of  the 
prisoner  had  been  accomplished. 
FREDERICK  BYRD. 

On  November  8,  1912,  a  commutation  of  sentence  from  twenty-five 
years  to  seven  years  was  granted  in  the  case  of  Frederick  Byrd,  who 
was  convicted  in  Carbon  county  of  the  crime  of  murder  in  the  second 
degree.  It  was  held  that  the  sentence  pronounced  in  this  case  was 
greater  than  the  premises  warranted,  and  that  the  prisoner  was  not 
giulty  of  any  crime  other  than  manslaughter. 

BY  ACTING  GOVERNOR  ALLEN. 
PARDONS. 

MICHAEL  J.  POWERS. 

On  December  18,  1911,  a  pardon  was  granted  to  Michael  J.  Powers, 
who  was  sent  up  from  Silver  Bow  county  for  a  term  of  ten  years,  for

manslaughter.  In  a  signed  petition  eleven  of  the  jurors  in  the  case 
stated  that  while  the  punishment  of  the  prisoner  was  left  to  the  Court, 
the  jurors  favored  terms  ranging  from  one  to  three  years.  On  account 
of  mitigating  circumstances  and  the  previous  good  character  of  the 
prisoner,  the  pardon  was  granted. 
SALVATORE  FRANCESCHI. 

On  December  19,  1911,  a  pardon  was  granted  to  Salvatore 
Franceschi,  who  was  committed  from  Silver  Bow  county  for  a  term  of 
ninety-nine  years,  for  murder  in  the  second  degree.  At  the  time  of 
the  pardon  Franceschi  was  nearly  sixty  years  old,  and  it  was  believed 
that  he  was  becoming  insane.  The  pardon  was  granted  upon  the  con- 
dition that  the  prisoner's  relatives  in  San  Francisco  remove  him  from 
the  State.  His  petition  for  clemency  was  signed  by  all  of  the  jurors 
then  living  in  Silver  Bow  county,  and  by  the  County  Attorney  who 
prosecuted. 
JOHN  T.  PBTTIT. 

On  December  19,  1911,  a  pardon  was  granted  to  John  T.  Pettit,  who 
was  convicted  in  Sanders  county  of  the  crime  of  manslaughter,  and 
sentenced  to  five  years  in  prison.  It  was  held  that  there  were  extenuat- 
ing circumstances  in  the  case,  that  Pettit's  family  were  in  a  destitute 
condition,  and  that  the  ends  of  justice  had  been  subserved  by  his 
imprisonment  up  to  that  time.  Eight  of  the  jurors  who  sat  in  the  case 
petitioned  for  Pettit's  pardon. 
ARTHUR  LEGREE. 

On  August  3,  1912,  a  pardon  was  granted  to  Arthur  Legree,  who 
was  convicted  in  Madison  county  of  the  crime  of  grand  larceny  and 
sentenced  to  ten  years  in  prison.  After  his  conviction  Legree's  wife 
secured  a  divorce.  She  and  their  children  became  sadly  in  need  of 
Legree's  support  and  the  pardon  was  granted  upon  the  condition  that 
Legree  remarry  his  former  wife  and  support  the  family.  The  pardon 
was  recommended  by  the  complaining  witness,  Mr.  Kammerer;  by 
Hon.  Lew  L.  Callaway,  the  presiding  judge,  and  the  County  Attorney 
who  prosecuted. 
TONY  ATSUTA. 

On  December  12,  1912,  a  pardon  was  granted  to  Tony  Atsuta,  who 
was,  in  October,  1908,  convicted  in  Missoula  county  of  the  crime  of 
murder  in  the  second  degree  and  sentenced  to  sixty  years  imprison- 
ment. The  pardon,  which  was  recommended  by  Judge  F.  C.  Webster 
and  former  County  Attorney  Thomas  N.  Marlowe,  was  granted  upon, 
the  condition  that  Asuta  be  at  once  deported  from  the  United  States. 

COMMUTATIONS  AND  DIMINUTIONS. 
WILLIAM  HILL. 

On  June  28,  1912,  a  commutation  of  sentence  from  seven  years  to 
three  years  was  granted  in  the  case  of  William  Hill,  .who  was  convict- 
ed in  Fergus  county  of  grand  larceny.  It  was  represented  that  the 
jurors  in  leaving  the  punishment  to  be  fixed  by  the  Court  were  of  the 
belief  that  a  much  shorter  term  would  be  imposed,  and  the  application 
was  endorsed  by  the  then  County  Attorney  and  Sheriff  of  Fergus 
county.    It  was  held  that  the  sentence  imposed  was  excessive. 
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AUGUSTUS  W.  FORD. 

On  August  3,  1912,  a  diminution  of  sentence  from  forty  years  to 
twenty-four  years  was  granted  to  Augustus  W.  Ford,  who  was  sent  up 
from  Lewis  and  Clark  county  for  rape.  Since  his  incarceration  in  1900 
Ford  had  been  a  model  prisoner;  he  was  beginning  to  advance  in  years, 
and  his  application  for  clemency  was  supported  by  letters  from  Judge 
Henry  C.  Smith,  who  tried  the  case,  and  other  officials  and  citizens  of 
Lewis  and  Clark  county. 
WILLIAM  ALLS. 

On  December  11,  1912,  a  commutation  of  sentence  from  twenty 
years  to  thirteen  years  was  granted  in  the  case  of  William  Alls,  who, 
in  1906,  was  convicted  in  Missoula  county  of  the  crime  of  murder.  The 
The  commutation  was  recommended  by  the  District  Judge,  the  County 
Attorney  and  nine  of  the  jurors  who  heard  the  case. 
CHARLES  L.  SHAW. 

On  December  12,  1912,  a  commutation  of  sentence  from  ten  years 
to  four  years  was  granted  to  Charles  L.  Shaw,  who  was  in  August, 
1910,  sent  up  from  Cascade  county  for  robbing  a  companion  of  $9.25. 
It  was  the  opinion  of  former  County  Attorney  Speer  that  a  sentence 
of  one  year  would  have  been  ample  punishment  for  the  crime,  wnen 
all  of  the  circumstances  were  taken  into  consideration. 
OSCAR  PRESCOTT. 

On  December  11,  1912,  a  commutation  of  sentence  from  twenty-five  > 
years  to  twenty-three  years  was  granted  in  the  case  of  Oscar  Prescott, 
who,  in  December,  1900,  was  convicted  in  Cascade  county  of  the  crime 
of  murder  in  the  second  degree.  The  evidence  in  the  case  was  con- 
flicting. The  presiding  judge  and  nine  of  the  jurors  recommended  a 
pardon,  and  many  citizens  of  Cascade  county  supported  Prescott's  appli- 
cation for  pardon  by  petition. 
SEWARD  HOSP. 

On  December  11,  1912,  a  commutation  of  sentence  from  ten  to 
eight  years  was  granted  to  Seward  Hosp,  who  was  committed  from 
Custer  county  for  the  crime  of  manslaughter.  Hosp  claimed  that  the 
man  whom  he  killed  and  another  attempted  to  hold  him  up.  The  third 
man  was  later  sent  to  the  penitentiary  and  while  there  made  a  state- 
ment corroborating  the  testimony  of  Hosp. 

BY  ACTING  GOVERNOR  LEIGHTON. 
PARDON. 

SETH  DIX. 

On  November  26,  1912,  a  pardon  was  granted  to  Seth  Dix,  who  was 
sent  up  in  July,  1901,  from  Yellowstone  county  for  thirty  years,  for 
murder  in  the  second  degree.  It  was  held  that  in  the  light  of  all  the 
evidence  the  prisoner  had  been  sufficiently  punished,  and  that  the  ends 
'Of  justice  would  be  met  by  the  granting  of  executive  clemency. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

MILTON  O.  HOWELL. 

On  November  26,  1912,  a  further  commutation  of  sentence  of  one 
year  was  granted  in  the  case  of  Milton  O.  Howell,  who  was  sent  up 
from  Fergus  county,  and  whose  sentence  was  commuted  by  Governor  \ 
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Norris,  as  reported  above.    The  further  commutation  was  granted  in 
order  to  make  Howell  eligible  to  parole. 
BOYD  AMBERSON. 

On  November  26,  1912,  a  commutation  of  sentence  from  ten  years 
to  eight  years  was  granted  to  Boyd  Amberson,  who  was  sent  up  from 
Madison  county  for  grand  larceny.  It  was  held  that  the  reformation 
of  the  prisoner  was  complete,  and  the  commutation  was  recommended 
by  the  Warden  and  the  Superintendent  of  Construction  at  the  prison. 
SIDNEY  HOUK. 

On  November  26,  1912,  a  commutation  of  sentence  from  twenty-five 
years  to  fourteen  years  was  granted  to  Sidney  Houk,  who  was  com- 
mitted from  Beaverhead  county  in  1905,  for  the  crime  of  murder  in  the 
second  degree.  The  commutation  was  recommended  by  the  Warden  of 
the  prison. 

WILLIAM  FITZGERALD. 

On  November  26,  1912,  a  commutation  of  sentence  from  five  years 
to  four  years  was  granted  in  the  case  of  William  Fitzgerald,  who  was 
committed  from  Flathead  county  in  1910,  for  the  crime  of  forgery. 
Tlie  commutation  was  granted  because  of  the  youth  of  the  prisoner  and 
his  excellent  record  while  in  prison. 
DAN  SHEA. 

On  November  26,  1912,  a  commutation  of  sentence  from  life  im- 
prisonment to  fifteen  years  was  granted  to  Dan  Shea,  who  in  1908  was 
committed  from  Chouteau  county,  for  murder.  Clemency  was  extended 
on  account  of  the  age  of  the  prisoner,  sixty  years;  his  good  conduct 
during  imprisonment,  and  his  service  as  head  cook  at  the  prisoners' 
camp  during  the  past  three  years. 
ALBERT  J.  BECKMAN. 

On  November  27,  1912,  a  commutation  of  sentence  from  ninety- 
nine  years  to  fifteen  years  was  granted  to  Albert  J.  Beckman,  who 
was,  in  February,  1904,  committed  from  Silver  Bow  county  for  the 
crime  of  murder.  It  was  asserted  that  Beckman  had  practically  edu- 
cated himself  since  his  term  began,  that  he  had  performed  many 
philanthropic  acts,  and  that  he  had  entirely  reformed.

An  Act  to  amend  Section  3003  and  sec- 
tion 3257  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  relating  to  the  deposit 
and  control  of  public  money  in  the  possession  of  the  County  and  City 
Treasurers,  and  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  interest  on  deposits  of 
public  money  by  County  Treasurers  and  City  Treasurers  of  cities  of  the 
first  and  second  class,  and  for  the  furnishing  of  official  bonds  by  such 
officers.

That  the  compensation  of  saird  Robert  F.  Rose  shall  be  the  sum  of 
Twenty  Dollars  a  day.

Whereas,  Such  action  by  the  Montana  States  Telephone  an^  Tele- 
graph company  is  special  privilege,  unfair  discrimination  and  unjust 
practice  to  the  patrons  of  the  said  telephone  company,  who  pay  the 
regular  charges  for  similar  services,  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  charges  paid  by  the  patrons  of  the  said  telephone 
<^ompany  must  be  made  sufficiently  high  to  pay  for  the  free  use  of  the 
long  distance  service  rendered  to  any  individuals  such  as  the  frank 
given  to  the  members  of  this  House. 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  such  action  by  the  said 
telephone  company  is  special  privilege  and  against  public  policy  and 
that  the  said  Montana  States  Telephone  and  Telegraph  company  is 
ordered  to  remove  the  special  telephone  installed  for  the  use  of  the 
mmbers  of  this  House,  and  to  discontinue  free  long  distance  service  to 
the  members  of  this  body.

On  motion  of  Kirschwing,  the  remarks  of  Hon.  E.  C.  Day  on  the 
election  of  T.  J.  Walsh  were  recorded  in  the  Journal  as  follows: 

In  placing  the  name  of  the  Hon.  Thomas  J.  Walsh  before  the 
House,  Representative  E.  C.  Day  said: 

"Under  ordinary  conditions  the  placing  in  nomination  of  a  candi- 
date to  be  voted  for  for  United  States  Senator  would  be  both  unusual 
and  of  doubtful  propriety.  On  former  occasions  the  persons  voted  for 
represented  either  the  selection  of  a  party  caucus  or  fhe  choice  of  a 
limited  group  of  representatives.  Today  we  are  here  not  merely  to 
perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  us  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
and  of  the  State  of  Montana  as  members  of  the  House,  but  also  to 
discharge  in  a  specific  manner  a  duty  which  we  assumed  when  we 
accepted  our  nominations  and  for  the  strict  performance  of  which  we 
pledged  our  honor  over  our  signatures  to  the  voters  of  our  respective 
districts. 

"By  the  popular  vote  of  the  electors  of  this  State,  which  you  have 
heard  declared  in  the  communication  of  His  Excellency,  the  Gov- 
ernor, there  has  been  imposed  upon  us  who  signed  Statement  No.  1  the 
duty  of  casting  our  votes  for  the  Honorable  Thomas  J.  Walsh.  I  con- 
gratulate the  State  of  Montana  and  the  members  of  this  House  that 
since  that  declaration  of  their  wislies  by  the  people  of  the  State  of 
Montana  there  has  not  been  one  suggestion  that  any  member  of  this 
House   would   falter  in   the   performance  of  the   duty  for  which  he

pledged  himself  to  his  constituents;  and  I  congratulate  you,  gentlemen, 
that  we  can  perform  the  duty  without  any  compunctions  of  conscience 
and  withou't  any  apprehension  of  criticism  from  either  our  constituents 
or  those  who  are  to  come  after  us. 

"The  gentleman  to  be  voted  for  has  been  a  citizen  of  this  State 
for  twenty-two  years.  During  that  period  of  time  he  has  lived  before 
the  public.  Trained  for  the  bar,  he  has  practiced  his  profession 
throughout  the  State  with  singular  success,  both  as  an  advocate  devoted 
to  the  cause  of  his  client,  and  as  a  jurist  engaged  in  the  scientific  appli- 
cation of  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  affairs  of  a  new  and 
wonderfully  growing  commonwealth.  His  zeal,  devotion  and  ability 
have  been  united  with  an  intense  nature  and  tireless  energy.  In  his 
investigation  of  the  underlying  principles  of  jurisprudence,  he  has 
known  n^o  limit  and  in  the  presentation  of  his  causes  to  the  tribunals  of 
justice  he  has  spared  no  personal  effort.  For  years  he  has  been  a 
student  of  the  science  of  government,  and  has  sought  office  more  as 
an  opportunity  for  service  to  his  country  than  as  a  source  of  pecuniary 
reward  to  himself.  The  several  campaigns  which  he  has  made  in  this 
State  have  been  marked  by  the  dignity  and  ability  with  which  he  has 
discussed  matters  of  great  public  interest,  rather  than  by  the  display 
of  the  arts  and  wiles  of  the  skillful  politician,  and  he  has  won  unaided 
save  by  those  who  have  felt  the  inspiration  and  uplift  of  his  discus- 
sion of  public  questions  and  affairs,  the  popular  vote  of  the  people  of 
this  State  for  this  office.

On  motion  of  Day,  the  Sergtant-at-Arms  was  instructed  to  ascertain 
how  many  of  the  mayors  of  the  various  cities  now  convening  in  the 
city  would  be  in  attendance  at  the  Joint  ..Session  today,  and  to  provide 
seats  for  the  same  and  usher  them  into  the  body  of  the  House  upon 
their  arrival. 

On  motion  of  Pope,  a  committee  of  three  consisting  of  Pope,  Murray 
and  Crull  were  appointed  by  the  Speaker  to  ascertain  the  number  of 
type  writing  machines  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  House

There  being  no  objection  offered,  Rhoades  from  the  Committee  on 
En.ployees,  was  excused  from  further  service  on  said  committee,  and 
Mr.  Speaker  appointed  Gleason  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Conner  offered  the  follov^ing  resolution: 
Mr.  Speaker: 

I  move  to  instruct,  the  Senate  concurring,  the  committee  created

JOINT  SESSION. 
At  12  o'clock,  noon,  the  Honorable  Senate  appeared  before  the  bar 
of  the  House  and  was  duly  admitted  and  received. 
President  Pro  Tem.  MufEly  in  the  chair. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Senate  called  the  roll  of  the  Senate  and 
found  all  present. 

The  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  called  the  roll  of  the  House  and 
found  all  present  except  Blair  of  Dawson,  Carroll  and  Kiley. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Senate  read  that  section  of  me  Journal  of 
the  Senate  of  yesterday  showing  the  ballot  for  United  States  Senator. 

The  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  read  that  section  of  the  Journal  of 
the  House  of  yesterday  showing  the  ballot  for  United  States  Senator. 

Mr.  President  of  the  Senate  then  announced  that  the  minutes  just 
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re^.d  show  a  vote  in  the  Senate  on  yesterday  as  follows: 

For  Honorable  T.  J.  Walsh — 31  votes,  and  show  in  the  House  of 

yesterday  as  follows: 

For  Honorable  T.  J.  "Walsh— 83  votes. 
Absent  and   not  voting — 2. 

Again  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  XV.,  Title  II, 
Chapter  I.  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  Mr.  President 
directed  that  the  rolls  of  the  Senate  and  House  be  called  respectively 
and  the  members  of  the  Joint  Session  announced  their  choice  for 
United  States  Senator  to  succeed  the  Honorable  Joseph  M.  Dixon, 
whose  term  expires  March  4,  1913. 

After  the  Joint  Assembly  had  voted,  the  following  result  was 
announced: 

SENATE  ROLL  CALL. 
For  T.  J.  Walsh— 31. 

HOUSE  ROLL  CALL. 
For  T.  J.  Walsh— 82. 

Thomas  J.  Walsh  having  thus  received  a  majority  of  all  votes  cast 
in  both  the  Senate  and  the  House,  Mr.  President  then  announced  that 
the  Honorable  Thomas  J.  Walsh  was  duly  elected  United  States  Senator 
from  the  State  of  Montana  to  succeed  the  Honorable  Joseph  M.  Dixon, 
v/hose  term  expires  March  4,  1913. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Dearborn,  president  pro.  tem.,  appointed  the 
following  committee,  consisting  of  Senators  Dearborn,  Stout  and  Dun- 
can, and  Representatives  Day  and  Kirschwing  to  notify  Senator  Walsh 
of  his  election  and  to  present  him  to  the  floor  of  the  Assembly  in 
order  that  he  might  address  same. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Wjhiteside,  President  Pro  Tem.  appointed  the 
following  committee  consisting  of  -Senators  Whiteside  and  Donlan  to 
escort  Governor  Stewart  to  the  Speaker's  platform. 

On  motion  of  Day,  President  Pro  Tem.  appointed  the  following 
committee,  consisting  of  Senator  Gallwey  and  Representatives  Word 
and  McNally  to  escort  former  Senator  Power-  to  the  Speaker's  plat- 
form. 

At  this  time  Senator  Walsh  delivered  his  speech. 
On  motion  lof  Senator  Donlan  the  Joint  Assembly  was  dissolved  and 
the  Honorable  Senate  retired  from  the  hall  of  the  House. 

HOUSE  RESUMED. 
Mr.  Speaker  in  the  chair. 

On  motion  of  McNally,  the  following  speech  of  Senator  Walsh  was 
ordered  made  part  of  the  records  of  this  House  and  spread  upon  the 
Journal  of  the  House: 

Mr.  Walsh  said: 

"Mi-.  President,  Mr.  Speaker  and  Members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly: 
"I  am  sincerely  appreciative  of  the  courtesy  through  which  I  am 
permitted  on  this  occasion  to  express  publicly  to  the  people  of  Montana 
my  thanks  for  the  more  than  generous  call  to  serve  them  as  their 
representative  in  the  National  Senate,  voiced  at  the  late  election  and 
now  confirmed  by  our  solemn  proceedings. 
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"Whatever  the  future  may  have  in  store,  I  shall  never  cease  to  be 
gratelul  that  in  this  critical  juncture  in  our  political  life,  I  was  re- 
garded as  in  some  measure  representative  of  their  hopes  and  aspira- 
tions and  that  on  the  first  occasion  on  which  they  were  permitted  to 
express  their  preference  for  that  high  loffice,  I  was  the  choice  of  tha 
pei.ple  of  this  great  commonwealth  for  it. 

"It  is  not  only  gratifying  but  impressive  that  there  should  be  ex- 
hibited such  ready  and  cheerful  acquiescence  in  the  result  of  the  elec- 
tion. It  will  be  recorded  to  the  honor  of  the  members  of  this  body, 
who  came  here  pledged  to  vote  for  one  not  of  their  own  party,  that 
none  found'  the  obligation  to  any  extent  irksome,  nor  was  there  room 
to  doubt  at  any  time,  in  the  case  of  any  of  them,  that  it  would  be 
religiously  observed. 

"My  acknowledgements  are  especially  due  to  those  memebrs  not 
of  my  own  political  faith,  who,  unconstrained  by  any  pro-election 
pledge  have  graciously  made  an  election  by  this  Assembly  unanimous. 
They  have  taught  a  valuable  lesson  of  the  sovereignty  of  the  will  of 
the  people, 

"I  am  not  unappreciative  either  of  the  high  dignity  of  the  position 
to  which  you,  in  their  name  and  obedient  to  their  mandate,  have 
raised  me,  nor  of  my  own  inability  to  fill  the  place  in  a  manner  even 
remotely  approaching  the  ideal.  Whatever  limitations  in  usefulness 
may,  however,  be  imposed  upon  me  by  deficiency  in  talent,  I  shall 
hope  to  overcome,  in  part  at  least,  bv  assiduity  in  labor  which 
tv/enty-five  years  of  active  practice  as  a  lawyer  has  made  a  fixed 
habit  of  my  life. 

"In  all  probability  this  is  the  last  time  that  a  Montana  legislature 
will  even  formally  participate  in  the  election  of  a  United  States 
senator. 

"Before  another  session  convenes,  the  amendment  intended  to 
make  operative  in  every  state  the  method  of  elction  our  people  have, 
in  effect,  adopted,  will  doubtless  have  become  a  part  of  our  organic 
law.  You  will,  I  am  sure,  actuated  by  your  own  views  and  admonished 
by  the  platforms  of  the  parties  by  which  you  v/ere  respectfully  nomi- 
nated, hasten  to  ratify  and  confirm  it.  You  are  now  free  to  devote 
yourselves  to  the  work  of  legislation  before  you,  unembarrassed  by  a 
senatorial  contest  hitherto  the  fruitful  source  of  public  scandal. 

"In  this  departure  from  a  system  intended  to  permit  a  choice  for 
senator  in  defiance  of,  ^cr  at  least  not  in  accordance  with,  the  will  of 
the  people,  is  witnessed  one  of  the  initial  triumphs  of  the  movement 
to  make  this  government  a  truly  popular  one.  ' 

"The  political  sentiment  to  which  it  is  responsive  has  already  sent 
to  the  national  councils  many  men  whose  views  of  public  questions  are 
in  striking  contrast  to  those  prevailing  in  the  school  to  which  those 
they  supplant  belong.  That  sentiment  has  not  been  without  effect  on 
the  convictions  of  many  others  of  the  older  class  of  statesmen.  Some 
have  in  good  faith  accepted  the  doctrine  that  a  more  thorough-going 
democracy  than  that  which  has  obtained  is  essential  to  our  political 
salvation.  Others  have  yielded,  from  prudential  reasons,  a  reluctant 
accuiescence.    Quite  apart  from  the  question  of  party  supremacy,  we 
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are  in  the  midst  of  what  may  not  inappropriately  be  termed  a  political 
revolution,  the  consequences  of  which  will  be  exhibited  in  legislation 
deeply  affecting  the  social  and'  industrial  order.  A  more  marked 
humantarianism  will  undoubtedly  characterize  it.  The  conservation  of 
human  life  will  be  a  feature  of  first  importance  in  it.  It  must  aim  to 
exact  recognition  of  the  reasonable  claims  of  humanity  though  industry 
should  thereby  be  burdened.  Industrial  supremacy  built  upon  the 
denial  of  such  brings  neither  honor  nor  lasting  good. 

"This  legislation  will  be  incidental  to  the  main  object  of  the 
movement — ^the  abolition  of  privilege  through  which  an  unjust  share 
of  the  prodigious  wealth  our  prolific  country  produces  finds  its  way 
into  the  hands  of  the  relatively  few  where  it  accumulates  in  menacing 
magnitude. 

"In  this  work  patriotic  citizens  of  all  parties  who  have  deplored 
the  conditions  rendering  it  necessary,  will  lend  their  sympathy,  encour- 
agement and  aid. 

"When  the  surgeon  is  about  to  apply  the  knife  in  what  is  known 
as  a  major  operation,  he  prepares  the  patient  to  withstand  the  shock 
by  a  nourishing  regimen.  Providence  has  guarded  against  any  unfor- 
tunate depression  attendant  upon  the  operation  found  essential  to  the 
health  of  the  body  politic,  the  yeld  of  the  farms  and  fields  of  the 
nation  surpassing  in  the  year  just  gone,  anything  hertofore  known  in 
our  history.  With  abundant  crops  come  a  season  of  unusual  activity 
in  all  dependent  industries. 

"In  the  iron  and  steel  trade,  usually  regarded  as  an  index  of 
business  conditions,  the  paramount  question  is  to  make  deliveries. 
The  farthest  West  is  revealing  possibilities  for  agricultural  development 
hitherto  undreamed  of,  and  an  era  of  railroal  construction  is  upon  us 
that  has  no  parallel.  Heretofore  railroads  were  constructed  through  the 
intermountain  region  primarily  for  transcontinental  traffic.  The  new 
lines  contemplate  secuing  a  profitable  business  from  the  regions  they 
develop  and  through  which  they  run.  These  great  enterprises  are 
not  projected  in  the  prospect  of  impending  financial  and  industrial  dis- 
orders. The  record-breaking  copper  output  of  1912  tells  not  less  elo- 
quently the  general  conviction  of  the  prevalence  of  virile  business  con- 
ditions. Not  unlikely  some  slight  disturbance  will  be  experienced  con- 
sequent upon  necessary  readjustments,  but  this,  a  patient  and  patriotic 
»  public  will  regard  as  a  mere  incident  of  the  transition  to  a  system  un- 

der which  the  prosperity  of  our  county  will  be  measured  rather  by 
the  generality  with  which  the  comforts  of  life  are  enjoyed  than  by 
imposing  figures  of  our  aggregate  wealth  that  may  mean  the  extreme 
of  destitution  on  the  one  hand  and  of  opulence  on  the  other. 

"The  tendency  towards  a  more  thoroughly  representative  govern- 
ment in  this  country  is  intimately  associated  with  the  moral  awakening 
which  has  characterized  the  last  decade.  The  rule  of  the  few  can  be 
maintained  here  only  by  corruption  and  political  chicanery.  The 
aroused  conscience  of  the  people  revolts  at  the  former  and  their  advanc- 
ing intelligence  renders  less  and  less  effective  the  latter.  The  quicken- 
ing moral  sense  and  increasing  power  of  the  people  have  each  kept 
pace  with  the  other  in  this  state. 
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"Without  disparagement  of  the  past  it  may  in  justice  to  this  body 
be  said  that  it  is  without  a  peer  in  our  history  in  respect  to  the  con- 
scientious purpose  of  its  members  to  give  to  the  state  disinterested  and 
devoted  service. 

"In  entering  upon  the  duties  devolving  upon  me  by  virtue  of  the 
senatorial  office,  I  shall  not  be  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  though  I  may 
be  the  candidate  of  a  party,  I  am  now  the  servant  of  the  people.  My 
services  are  theirs  to  command  in  connection  with  any  matter  in 
respect  to  which  a  representative  in  Congress  may  speak  for  them 
either  individually  or  collectively,  before  any  of  the  executive  depart- 
ments or  other  branches  of  the  National  Grovernment.  In  an  humble 
way  at  least,  I  hope  to  repay  the  people  of  the  state  by  faithful  service 
for  the  honor  with  which  they  today  invest  me,  and  I  shall  esteem  it 
a  favor  on  the  part  of  any  citizen  who  shall  address  me  with  reference 
to  any  business  he  may  have  with  the  federal  authorities  at  Washington. 

"My  political  affiliations  have  always  been  with  the  democratic 
party  because,  in  my  judgment,  the  basic  principles  it  professes  most 
surely  lead  to  national  greatness  and  most  certainly  tend  to  justice  to 
all  men.  But  I  am  not  blind  to  the  fact  that  party  action  is  not 
infrequently  the  very  antithesis  of  party  principle,  and  that  legislation 
which  comes  through  the  fiery  furnace  of  fierce  opposition  is  rarely 
defensible  when  tried  by  any  fixed  principle.  Even  the  Constitution  of 
I  the  United  States,  "the  most  wonderful  work  ever  struck  off  at  one 

\  time  by  the  brain  and  purpose  of  man,"  is  an  illogical  compromise. 

It  is  not,  accordingly,  to  be  expected  of  me  that  I  shall  either  allow 
my  judgment  with  reference  to  legislation  to  be  controlled  by  the 
application  of  set  rules  or  my  official  action  to  be  governed  by  any 
party  organization. 

"I  shall  have  no  hesitancy  in  supporting  measures  that  meet  my 
approbation  or  condemning  those  against  which  my  judgment  or  con- 
science rebels,  without  regard  to  the  source  from  which  they  originate. 

After  all,  the  part  of  the  work  of  a  representative  in  Congress 
into  which  political  consideration  enter,  is  relatively  small  and,  in 
view  of  the  substantial  harmony  in  purpose  of  the  progressive  ele- 
ment, regardless  of  party  affiliation,  relatively  unimportant.  It  is 
rare  that  they  have  any  proper  place  whatever  in  m.easures  of  a 
local  nature, 

"The  administration  of  the  public  land  laws,  the  prosecution  of 
the  great  works  of  irrigation,  the  care  of  the  Indians,  the  preser- 
vation and  use  of  the  national  forests — these  are  great  subjects  in 
connection  with  which  there  are  between  us  no  political  differences. 

"I  shall  esteem  it  an  added  distinction  to  be  a  Senator  from 
Montana.  The  fame  of  this  state  is  very  dear  to  me.  Its  romantic 
history,  depicted  in  part  in  the  w^orks  of  art  that  adorn  the  walls 
and  corridors  of  this  chamber,  appeals  to  the  imagination.  Its  vast 
extent,  once  suggestive  of  endless  and  trackless  wastes,  now  rightly 
excites  the  idea  of  limitless  opportunity.  The  plain  story  of  the  pro- 
ductive capacity  of  its  soil,  lately  revealed,  reads  like  a  fairy  tale. 
Its  diversified  resources  invite  the  activity  of  the  most  varied  and 
divergent  talents.    Its  scenic  beauties  lure  the  lover  of  nature,  who 
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finds  here  mountain  retreats  wilder  than  the  Trossachs  and  as 
grand  as  the  Alps.  Art  and  Industry  must  both  thrive  in  these 
surroundings.  It  is  a  fascinating  dream  that  Learning  will  one  day 
find  in  their  midst  a  home  to  which  the  scholars  of  the  world  will 
repair. 

"I  harbor  no  political  ambition  beyond  a  fervent  desire  to  dis- 
charge with  fidelity  to  the  people  of  the  State  and  the  Nation 
the  duties  of  the  great  office  for  which  you  have  named  me,  for 
the  term  for  which  I  have  been  elected.  To  that  end  I  ask  the 
guidance  of  the  Great  Ruler,  whose  ways  are  the  ways  of  righteous- 
ness, and  in  v\^hose  hands  are  the  destinies  of  men  and  nations." 

Kuphal,  from  the  Committee  on  Enrollment,  reported  as  follows: 
Mr.  Speaker: 

Your  Committee  on  Enrollment  beg  leave  to  report  H.  B.  Nos. 
4  and  6  correctly  enrolled. 

On  motion  of  Kuphal,  report  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Speaker  at  this  time  announced  that  he  was  about  to  sign 
H.  B.  No.  4,  a  bill  for  an  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  appropriate  money 
for  the  payment  of  mileage  and  per  diem  of  the  members  of  the 
Thirteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana";  also 
H.  B.  No.  6,  a  bill  for  an  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  appropriate  money 
for  the  payment  of  the  per  diem  of  the  officers  and  attaches  of  the 
Thirteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana,"  and  signed 
same  in  the  presence  of  the  House. 

Largey  rising  upon  the  floor  of  the  House  stated  that  he  had 
been  detained  from  yesterday's  session  through  sickness  and  that 
if  he  liad  been  present  he  would  have  cast  his  vote  for  the  Honorable 
T.  J.  W(alsh  for  United  States  Senator. 

On  motion  of  Higgins  the  House  adjourned  as  a  mark  of  respect 
to  the  newly  elected  Senator,  at  1  o'clock  P.  M.  until  10:30  A.  M., 
January  16,  1913.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Locomotive  Firemen  and 
Enginemen,  Stillwater  Lodge  No.  482,  a  discussion  of  H.  B.  No.  1 
was  taken  up. 

From  what  we  are  able  to  gleam  the  above  named  bill  is  very 
unfavorable  to  railroad  employees,  in  comparison  to  our  present  lia- 
bility laws.  If  such  is  the  case  we  wish  to  go  on  record  as 
being  opposed  to  its  passage  in  its  present  form.  All  we  ask  is  that 
you  withdraw  from  the  bill  every  clause  pertaining  to  common 
carrier  and  their  employees.  If  the  promoter  of  H.  B.  No.  1  insists 
on  its  passage  as  it  now  stands,  we  protest  against  it  in  the  strongest 
terms,  and  urge  that  you  vote  against  it  and  use  all  honorable 
means  to  defeat  same.

Sir: 

We  beg  to  bring  to  your  attention  the  following  item  incorporated 
in  the  last  postal  appropriation  bill: 

"That  a  joint  committee  shall  he  appointed,  composed  of  five 
members  of  the  Senate  to  be  designated  by  the  chairman  of  the 
Senate  Committee  on  Post  Offices  and  Post  Roads,  and  five  members 
of  the  House  to  be  designated  by  the  Chairman  of  the  House  Com- 
mittee on  Post  Offices  and  Post  Roads,  to  make  inquiry  into  the  sub- 
ject of  Federal  aid  in  the  construction  of  post  roads  and  report  at 
the  earliest  practicable  date,  and  for  this  purpose  they  are  authorized 
by  sub-committee  ior  otherwise  to  sit  during  the  recess  of  Congress, 
at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  to  send  for 
persons  and  papers,  to  administer  oaths,  to  summon  and  compel  the 
attendance  of  witnesses,  to  employ  such  clerical,  expert  and  steo- 
graphic  assistance  as  shall  be  necessary,  and  to  pay  the  necessary 
expenses  of  such  inquiry,  there  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any 
money  in  the  treaury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  Twenty- 
five  Thousand  Dollars  to  be  paid  out  upon  the  audit  and  order  of 
the  chairman  or  acting  chairman  of  said  committee;  provided,  that 
there  is  hereby  appropriated  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  out  of 
the  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  expended 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  co-operation  with  the  Postmaster 
General  in  improving  the  condition  of  roads  to  be  selected  by  them 
over  which  rural  delivery  is  or  may  hereafter  be  established,  such 
improvement  to  be  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  increase  in 
the  territory  which  could  be  served  by  each  carrier  as  a  result  of 
such  improvement,  the  possible  increase  of  the  number  of  delivery 
dayr  in  each  year,  the  amount  required  in  excess  of  local  expenditures 
for  the  proper  maintenance  of  such  roads,  and  the  relative  saving  to 
the  government  in  the  operation  of  the  rural  delivery  service,  and  to 
tho  local  inhabitants  in  the  transportation  of  their  products  by  reason 
of  such  improvement  and  report  the  results  in  detail  to  Congress; 
provided,  that  the  state  of  the  local  subdivision  thereof  in  which  such 
improvement  is  made  under  this  provision  shall  furnish  double  the 
amount  of  money  for  the  improvement  of  the  road  or  roads  so  selected. 
Sush  improvement  shall  be  made  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  Agriculture." 

"That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  the  Postmaster  General 
are  hereby  directed  to  report  to  Congress  within  one  year  after  the 
ratification  of  this  Act  the  result  of  their  .operations  under  this  Act, 
the  number  of  miles  of  road  improved,  the  cost  of  same  and  such  other 
information  as  they  may  have  acquired  in  connection  with  the  opera- 
tion of  this  Act,  together  with  such  recommendation  as  shall  seem 
wise  for  providing  a  general  plan  of  national  aid  for  the  improve- 
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ment  of  postal  roads  in  co-operation  with  the  states  and  counties,  and 
to  bring  about  as  near  as  possible  such  co-operation  among  the  var- 
ious states  as  will  insure  uniform  and  equitable  inter-state  highway 
regulations,  and  for  providing  necessary  funds  for  carrying  out  such 
plans  of  national  aid,  if  it  shall  be  deemed  feasible  to  provide  the 
same  or  any  part  thereof  otherwise  than  by  appropriation  from  the 
treasury  for  that  purpose." 

It  is  intended,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  expend  this  appropriation 
in  equal  amounts  In  the  several  states.  If  you  will  cause  to  be 
selected  in  your  state  a  suitable  road  about  fifty  miles  long  over  the 
entire  length  of  which  there  is  delivery  of  mail  by  rural  carriers  and 
will  arrange  to  have  $20,000  raised  by  the  state  or  local  subdivisions 
thereof,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  law,  the  Govern- 
ment will  set  aside  $10,000  additional  from  the  appropriation  granted 
by  Congress  and  will  expend  the  sum  of  $30,000  thus  provided,  or  so 
mucli  lof  it  as  seems  wise,  for  the  improvement  and  maintenance  of 
the  road  selected. 

It  is  requested  that  you  cause  selection  to  be  made  of  a  road 
which,  in  your  judgment,  will  best  meet  the  requirements  of  this  bill 
and  concerning  which  the  qualified  authorities  are  prepared  to  give 
sufficient  guarantee  that  their  proportion  of  cost  will  be  met,  and 
that  you  inform  us  of  your  selection  as  promptly  as  possible.

MESSAGES  FROM  THE  SENATE. 
The  following  communications  were  received  from  the  Senate: 
To  the  Honorable   Samuel  V.  Stewart, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

Helena,  Montana,  January  14,  1913. 

Dear  Governor: 

The  Educational  Commission  appointed  by  your  predecessor,  the 
Honorable  Edwin  L.  Norris,  to  revise,  collate  and  digest  all  the  Acts 
and  Statutes  relating  to  or  touching  the  laws  of  the  public  schools 
of  our  state,  and  reduce  them  into  one  Act  and  arrange  the  same 
systematically  under  proper  titles,  divisions  and  sections,  and  to  make 
such  recommendation  as  it  shall  deem  necessary  to  make  the  public 
schools  of  the  state  more  comprehensive,  efficient  and  adapted  to  the 
needs  of  its  citizens,  respectfully  submits  herewith  a  copy  of  its  report 
for  your  perusal  and  consideration,  together  with  a  summarized  state- 
ment or  recapitulation  of  the  changes  in  and  additions  to  the  Acts 
and  Statutes  relating  to  or  touching  the  public  schools  of  the  state, 
all  of  which  are  unanimously  recommended  by  the  members  of  said 
commission  believing  them  to  be  highly  important  to  the  best  educa- 
tional conditions  of  our  state. 

It  was  the  policy  of  the  commission,  in  the  preparation  of  this 
report,  before  recommending  any  change  in  or  addition  to  the  school 
iaw£-  of  our  state,  to  gather  data  from  various  sources,  to  familiarize 
itself  with  the  wants  and  needs  of  the  people  in  different  sections 
of  the  state,  and  to  inform'  itself  with  reference  to  the  conduct  of 
educational  affairs  in  other  states. 

Many  of  the  new  features  recommended  have  been  tried  out 
elsewhere  and  have  proven  so  successful  as  to  warrant  their  con- 
tinuance. In  every  instance  the  welfare  of  the  community  and  state, 
better  scholastic  and  social  conditions  for  teachers  and  pupils,  and  a 
less  conventional  and  more  practical  attitude  toward  our  public 
schools,  determined  the  preparation  of  this  report.  The  business  end 
of  school  activity  as  well  as  a  professional,  receive  due  consideration, 
and  particular  care  is  exercised  not  to  recommend  any  very  radical 
or  impractical  changes  in  or  additions  to  the  schools  laws  of  Montana. 

The  following  are  illustrations  of  the  type  of  changes  recom- 
mended in  the  report  of  the  commission: 

First:     A  law  providing  for  more  care  in  the  selection  of  school 
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bouse  sites  and  plans  for  school  buildings  with  special  reference  to 
lieating,  lighting,  ventilation  and  floor  space  as  related  to  the  number 
of  pupils  to  be  accommodated;  water  supply  drainage,  etc. 

Second:  A  change  in  the  law  regarding  teachers"  institutes, 
making  it  possible  for  counties,  or  two  or  three  counties  combined, 
to  hold  summer  schools  of  not  less  than  three  weeks  duration  in  lieu 
of  the  old  type  of  three  days'  institute.  In  the  light  of  what  is  being 
done  in  many  other  states,  this,  we  believe  to  be  a  step  in  advance 
and  will  pave  the  way  for  an  opportunity  for  educational  advance- 
m.ent  on  the  part  of  teachers,  and  will,  eventually,  make  it  possible 
for  them  to  receive  credit  for  their  efforts,  time  and  money  toward  a 
certificate  or  diploma. 

Third:  The  slight  change  recommended  in  the  law  regarding  cor- 
poral punishment,  while  it  does  not  make  it  necessary  to  secure  permis- 
sion from  either  the  parent  or  guardian  to  whip  a  child,  yet  it  will 
have  a  tendency,  we  believe,  to  reduce  undue  haste  to  a  minimum, 
and  prevent  whipping  while  the  teacher  is  in  a  state  of  undue  anger. 

Fourth:  The  modifications  of  the  law  with  reference  to  the  forma- 
tion or  making  of  new  districts  gives  due  weight  to  the  principle  of 
equiety  in  that  both  the  people  of  the  new  district  and  those  who 
remain  in  the  old  have  an  opportunity  to  appeal  to  the  County  Super- 
intendent or  the   County   Commissioners,   or  to  both. 

Fifth:  The  slight  change  in  the  law  touching  the  matter  of 
tenure  of  office  of  teachers,  principals  and  superintendents,  is  in 
structure  the  same  law  that  has  been  in  use  in  California  for  a 
number  of  years,  and  we  believe  will  tend  to  standardize  the  pro- 
fession of  teaching,  at  least  so  far  as  the  employment  of  teachers  is 
concerned,  and  will  create  in  the  minds  of  teachers  and  parents  a 
greater  respect  for  the  teaching  profession,  and  will  reduce  the 
num.ber  of  resignations  on  the  part  of  our  best  teachers  to  a  mini- 
mum; while  at  the  same  time  it  leaves  the  matter  of  the  retention  or 
discontinuance  of  the  services  of  a  teacher  in  the  harids  of  the  board 
of  trustees  so  that  a  teacher,  principal  or  superintenaent  may  be 
dismissed  by  a  majority  of  the  board  of  trustees  at  the  close  of  any 
year  or  term  of  service. 

We  ask  your  consideration  of  at  least  the  change  in  and  additions 
to  the  school  laws  of  our  state  as  recommended  in  this  report,  and 
trust  that  it  may  be  honored  with  a  favorable  recommendation  froi^ 
you  to  our  Legislative  Assembly  now  in  session.

BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Con-vention  of  Mayors  and  other  city 
officials  assembled  at  the  City  of  Helena,  Montana,  for  the  purpose 
of  considering  enactment  and  legislation  for  the  betterment  of  mu- 
nicipalities of  the  State  of  Montana: 

That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  body  that  a  law  should'  be  enacted  by 
the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  providing  for  a 
commission  for  the  regulation  and  control  of  public  service  corpora- 
tions; and  that  such  commission  is  vested  with  full  power  to  investi- 
gate and  regulate  such  public  service  corporations  operating  in  the 
State  of  Montana. 

It  is  further  resolved  that  this  resolution  be  formulated  and  en- 
grossed by  a  committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  Chair  and  that  after 
formulation  and  engrossment,  copies  thereof  be  delivered  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  and  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  Thirteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

Referred  to  Committee  on  Affairs  of  Cities. 
To  the  President  of  the  Senate,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  and  Mem- 
bers  of   the    Senate   and    House    of   Representatives    of  the 
Thirteenth   Legislative   Assembly   of   the    State   or  Montana: 

At  a  convention  of  the  mayors  and  other  city  officers  of  the  var- 
ious cities  and  towns  of  the  State  of  Montana,  held  at  Helena,  Mon- 
tana, on  Wednesday,  January  15th,  1913,  committees  were  appointed 
to  prepare  and  draft  the  following  bills: 

1.  A  bill  for  an  Act  repealing  all  laws  now  on  our  Statute  Books 
relating  to  Special  Improvement  Districts  in  cities  and  towns,  and 
providing  for  the  enactment  of  a  new  law  covering  the  same: 

2.  A  bill  for  an  Act  amending  Section  3278  of  the  Revised  Codes 
of  Montana  of  1907,  so  as  to-  permit  cities  and  towns  to  purchase 
supplies  and  material  and  to  do  their  own  work  without  being  com- 
pell  to  let  a  contract  for  the  same,  where  the  cost  thereof  exceeds 
the  sum  of  $250.00; 

3.  A  bill  for  an  Act  relating  to  the  advertising  of  and  letting  of 
contracts  by  cities  and  towns; 

4.  A  bill  for  an  Act  permitting  cities  and  towns  to  require  per- 
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sons  commencing  actions  against  cities  and  towns  tor  personal  injur- 
ies to  file  bonds  to  secure  the  payment  of  costs; 

5.  A  bill  for  an  Act  amending  Section  2756  of  the  Revised  Codes 
of  the  State  of  Montana,  of  1907,  relating  to  the  apportionment  of 
license  moneys; 

6.  A  bill  for  an  Act  relating  to  park  commissioners  of  cities  and 
towns; 

7.  A  bill  for  an  Act  relating  to  salaries  of  mayors; 

8.  A  bill  for  an  Act  authorizing  cities  and  towns  to  levy  special 
taxes  for  the  purpose  of  installing  municipal  lighting  plants. 

In  compliance  with  the  directions  and  acting  under  the  authority 
given  by  such  convention,  these  committees  have  prepared  and  draft- 
ed the  several  bills  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

The  convention  also  appointed  the  undersigned  as  a  Legislative 
Committee  to  present  these  matters  to  both  the  Senate  and  House, 
and  to  ask  that  carfeul  and  full  consideration  be  given  the  various 
bills  as  prepared  and  drafted  by  the  convention  committees,  and  this 
committee  has  made  all  necessary  arrangements  to  have  the  same 
introduced  in  the  Senate  and  the  House. 

The  matters  to  which  these  bills  relate  have  been  carefully  con^ 
sidered  by  such  convention.  The  members  of  these  committees  have 
expended  a  large  amount  of  time,  study  and  labor  in  preparing  and 
drafting  the  same,  and  we  believe  that  each  and  all  of  these  bills,  if 
enacted  into  laws,  will  be  of  great  and  lasting  benefit  to  the  munici- 
pal corporations  of  this  state.

We  are  opposed  to  the  passage  of  a  Compulsory  Compensation 
Act  in  any  form.

Referred  to  Committee  on  Labor. 
To  the  Honorable  Sfenate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State 
of  Montana. 

We,  the  undersigned,  citizens  of  Circle  in  the  county  of  Dawson, 
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in  the  said  state,  respectfully  represent  that  many  economic  and  social 
ills  are  due  to  the  inefficiency  of  the  present  fiscal  system.  Its  full- 
est reform  calls  for  adequate  action  by  the  United  States  Congress. 
But  we  believe  that  here  in  our  own  state  the  financial  welfare  of  all 
the  people  will  be  aided  if  your  honorable  body  enacts  laws  to 
accomplish  the  folowing  purposes: 

1.  Oo-operative  State  Banks  for  personal  credits. 

(a)  Authorize  the  incorpio  ration  under  the  law  of  little  co- 
operative people's  banks,  for  savings,  loans,  safe  deposit  and  trust — 
institutions  through  which  the  humblest  may  be  enabled  to  finance 
themselves  through  Personal  credits. 

2.  Co-operative    State   Land  Banks. 

(b)  Autlrorize  the  incorporation  under  state  law  of  co-operative 
land  banks  to  issue  bonds  secured  by  mortgage  on  farms  and  homes, 
so  as  to  make  it  easy  for  tenants  and  others  to  own  their  own  farms 
and  homes  through  such  use  of  realty  credits  at  low  cost. 

(c)  Permit  the  co-operative  people's  banks,  also  other  state 
banks,  as  well  as  the  State  itself  and  individuals,  to  deposit  in 
the  land  reserve  of  such  land  mortgage  banks. 

(u)  Guard  against  the  exploitation  of  this  system  Dy  promoters 
for  profit.  Insure  that  it  shall  be  run  for  the  common  good  of  invest- 
ors in  such  land  bands  and  the  owners  of  the  mortgaged  property, 
lenders   and  borrowers,  co-operative  for  mutual  benefit. 

(e)  Encourage  the  building  and  loan  associations  in  its  noble 
efforts  to  aid  wage  earners  to  own  their  own  homes,  while  providing 
rural  and  land  baxiks  to  help  farming. 

3.  Regulate  All  Banking. 

(f)  Require  any  individual,  association  or  corporation  that  does 
a  banking  business  to  incorporate  under  the  banking  laws  of  the 
state,  and  to  be  subject  to  the  same  official  supervision  as  all  legi- 
timate  incorporated  banking  institutions. 

(g)  Prohibit  the  use  of  the  word  "banker"  or  "bank"  by  any 
person  or  concern  that  is  not  incorporated  for  banking  purposes  under 
the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

(h)  Properly  regulate  the  issue  and  sale  of  all  investment  securi- 
ties. 

(i)  Require  savings  deposits  to  be  safely  invested  within  the 
State,  and  not  permitted  to  flow  into  commercial  risks  or  stock  ex- 
change speculation.  Provide  for  mutual  savings  banks  run  in  the  sole 
interest  of  depositors. 

(j)  Abolish  all  so-called  "private  banks,"  for  as  nas  been  so  well 
said,  "banking  is  a  public  trust,  not  a  private  snap." 

4.  Land  Titles  Guarantee. 

(k)  Codify,  simplify  and  improve  our  land  laws.  Give  us  a 
method  of  title  insurance  and  transfer  that  shall  be  perfect,  cheap, 
simple — the  Torrens  system  or  something  like  it.  Thus  make  real 
estate  titles  incontestable  and  safe  without  great  expense  to  owners 
borrowers  or  lenders, 

5.  Justice  in  Taxation. 

(1)    Exempt  from  taxation  mortgages  bearing  not  to  exceed  five

per  cent  interest,  instead  of  making  the  land  bear  the  double  burden 
of  a  tax  on  itself  and  also  upon  the  martgage. 

(m)  Tax  the  property  within  the  state  of  all  corporations.  Ex- 
empt the  shares  of  corporations  incorporated  in  this  State,  but  tax 
the  shares  of  other  corporations.  Thus  encourage  capital  to  invest 
within  this  State  while  simplifying  the  state  supervision  of  corporate 
interests. 

6.    Insurance — Keep  Cash  in  State. 

(n)  Provide  that  all  funds  paid  by  citizens  of  this  State  to  in- 
surance companies — life,  fire,  accident,  etc. — whether  foreign  or  do- 
mestic corporations,  shall  be  invested  within  the  State,  except  a  rea- 
sonable proportion  for  expenses  and  reserves.  This  will  make  avail- 
able for  use  within  this  State,  of  vase  sums  which  annually  have  been 
sent  out  of  it,  yet  will  not  inflict  hardship  upon  insured  or  insurers. 

(o)  Authorize  our  savings  banks  or  other  institutions  doing  a  non- 
commercial banking  business,  to  conduct  life  insurance,  annuities, 
etc.,  under  the  Massachusetts  State  system,  or  by  the  Wisconsin  State 
method."  Thus  enable  the  people  to  provide  at  small  cost  against  the 
proverbial  "rainy  day."

The    members    of    railway    crafts    affiliated    with    the  Railroad 
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Brotherhood  Joint  Legislative  Board  wish  to  convey  to  you,  through 
officers  of  the  above  board,  their  position  as  to  the  proposed  Wiork- 
men's  Compensation  Laws,  now  pending,  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
introduced. 

First:  The  railway  employees  of  Montana  are  perfectly  satis- 
fied with  the  present  liability  law,  knwon  as  H.  B.  No.  95,  passed  at 
the  Twelfth  Legislative  Assembly;  page  47,  Chapter  29,  Laws  of 
Montana,  Twelfth   Session,  1911. 

Second:  They  are  not  asking  for  any  change;  therefore  there 
should  not  be  any  forced  upon  them. 

Third:  We  are  perfectly  willing  the  laboring  men  in  Montana 
who  favor  oompensation  law  shall  have  one,  and  not  wish  to 
oppose  such  laws  in  any  manner.  We  do  ask  that  we  be  entirely 
eliimnated  from  it;  and  the  Railroad  Employees'  Liability  Law,  as 
defined  above,  be  preserved  in  its  entitrely.  The  passing  of  this  law 
was  the  result  of  years  of  work,  personal  and  financial  sacrifice  by 
members  of  our  organizations.  It  is  now  established,  the  greater  per 
cent  of  cases,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  most  all  cases  of  liability  are  now 
satisfactorily  settled  out  of  court;  hence,  our  great  desire  to  main- 
tain it  in  its  present  form.

S.  B,  No.  1,  a  bill  for  an  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  for  the  submis- 
sion to  the  qualified  Electors  of  the  State  of  Montana  of  an  amend- 
ment to  Section  2  of  Article  IX.  of  the  Constituiton  of  the  State  of 
Montana  relating  to  the  rights  of  suffrage  and  qualifications  to  hold 
office."  ^ 

BE  IT  ENACTED  BY  THE  LEGISLATIVE  ASSEMBLY  OF  THE 
STATE  OF  MONTANA: 

Section  1.  That  Section  2  of  Article  IX.  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  of  Montana  be  amended  and  that  the  question  of  such 
amendment  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  Eelectors  of  the  Sta>a  of 
Montana  at  the  next  general  election. 

Section  2.  That  Section  2  of  Article  IX.  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  of  Montana,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

Section  2.  Every  persons  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  or  over, 
possessing  the  following  qualifications,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  all 
general  elections  and  for  all  officers  that  now  are,  or  hereafter  may 
be,  elective  by  the  people,  and  upon  all  questions  which  may  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  vote  of  the  people:  First,  he  shall  be  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States;  second,  he  shall  have  resided  in  this  State  one  year 
immediately  preceeding  the  election  at  which  he  offers  to  vote,  and  in 
the  town,  county  or  precinct  such  time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law; 
provided,  first,  that  no  parson  convicted  of  felony  shall  have  the  right 
to  vote  unless  he  has  been  pardoned;  Provided,  second,  that  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  construced  to  deprive  any  person  of  the  right 
to  vote  who  has  such  right  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Consti- 
tution; Provided,  that  after  the  expiration  of  five  years  from  the  time 
of  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  no  person  except  citizens  of  the 
United  States  shall  have  he  right  to  vote. 

Section  3.  Separate  official  ballots  shall  be^  used  at  the  general 
election  to  be  held  in  November,  1914,  which  shall  have  printed  there- 
on the  words: 

"For  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution  relating  to  the  rights  of 
suffrage  and  the  qualificatfons  to  hold  office"  and  the  words: 

"Against  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution  relating  to  rights 
of  suffrage  and  qualifications  to  hold  office,"   and  the  elector  shall 
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designate  his  preference  for  either  of  the  propositions  by  marking  an 
X  before  the  proposition  desired. 

Section  4.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  5.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  after 
its  passage  and  approval,"  having  ben  read  three  several  times  was  con- 
curred in  by  the  following  vote:

Helena,  Montana,  January  24,  1913. 
To  the  Honorable  Body  of  House  of  Representatives: 

I  am  opposed  to  H.  B.  No.  90,  urged  by  Master  Plumbers'  associa- 
tion, which  appears  to  be  unduly  oppressive  and  designed  particularly 
to  remove  an  imaginary  blot  by  construction  through  legislation;  for 
the  purpose  of  placing  a  statute  on  the  firing  line  to  halt  competition. 

Helena  and  other  cities  have  a  plumbing  and  drain-laying  ordinance 
by  which  the  applicant  for  license  must  present  a  written  application 
signed  by  two  reputable  plumbers  attesting  to  his  qualification;  the 
City  Council  after  approval  recommends  that  a  license  be  granted  if 
the  applicant  pays  $25.00  into  City  Treasury  and  indemnify  the  City  by 
depositing  $1,000  bond  acceptable  to  the  Mayor  (Helena) ;  the  licensed 
plumber  agrees  to  follow  provisions  of  tire  ordinance  which  is  very 
specific  relative  to  construction  and  installing  drainage  and  plumbing 
systems,  including  a  penalty  for  failure  to  perform  the  work  accord- 
ingly; therefore  why  the  necessity  for  a  statute  when  cities  and  towns 
may  adopt  an  ordinance  suitable  to  local  conditions  and  legaly  sound  in 
all  particulars?  By  H.  B.  No.  90  for  appointment  of  Board  of  Examiners, 
the  health  officer  of  city  or  town  is  made  one  of  the  members  to 
examine  the  applicant  for  plumbers'  license.  The  very  idea  is  frothy 
and  baneful. 

The  average  journeyman  plumber  is  qualified  by  practical  experi- 
ence and  constant  wariness  to  conform  to  established  sanitary  possibili- 
ties, but  is  frequently  deterred  through  lack  of  interest  by  the  city 
authorities,  consequently  the  very  vitals  of  sanitary  plumbing  are  sub- 
jected to  distortion  by  anyone  who  cares  to  undertake  anything  per- 
taining to  the  trade. 

Statutory  enactment  would  not  remedy  the  evil  nearly  so  well  as 
local  authorities  grasping  the  situation  intelligently;  protect  one  of 
the  links  favorably  to  public  health  and  square  dealing  with  those 
licensed,  by  enforcing  the  plumbing  ordinance.  The  objection  to  H.  B. 
90,  is  because  cities  already  have  ample  restrictive  ordmances.  Be- 
cause the  bill  is  aimed  to  hinder  by  the  provision  of  ten  to  one  hun- 
dred dollars'  fine  for  each  offense  against  someone's  judgment  as  to 
evading  the  law  (perhaps  the  city  health  officer). 
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Because  sanitary  affairs  of  this  nature  is  wholly  local  and  can 
best  be  treated  through  city  councils  directly.  Because  it  is  a  Master 
Plumbers'  scarecrow  nourished  on  pure  food.  Because  as  a  taxpayer 
and  licensed  plumber  I  protest  that  a  fellow  craftsman  should  be 
chiseled  clear  into  the  Medulla  by  statutory  prerogatives  stuffy  with  in- 
consistencies. Because  H.  B.  90  smatters  classifactory  legislation 
gnarled  solely  to  impede  other  persons  than  master  plumbers,  equally 
competent  practically,  but  shy  on  thesis — perhaps.  I  will  meekly  sug- 
gest that  you  thoroughly  consider  H.  B.  90  and  size  it  up  generally 
before  .final  action.

Mr.  Speaker: 

We,  your  Committee  on  Rules,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows:  Wie 
have  carefully  gone  over  the  House  Rules  of  the  Twelfth  Legislative 
Assembly,  which  were  adopted  as  the  temporary  rules  of  the  Thir- 
teenth Session,  and  herewith  return  same  to  the  House,  re-written,  re- 
arranged and  in  some  slight  particulars,  amended. 

We  have  endeavored  to  group  all  rules  bearing  on  the  same  sub- 
ject, as  nearly  as  possible  under  one  general  heading,  and  in  following

The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
Helena,  Montana: 

Dear  Sir: 

I  am  much  interested  in  the  plan,  which  I  understand  is  being  pro- 
posed for  the  creation  of  a  greater  University  in  Montana.  This  is 
exactly  in  line  with  a  policy  which  I  earnestly  advocated  some  years 
ago,  before  the  Association  of  Southern  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools, 
Our  educational  arrangements  have  been  allowed  to  grow  without  much 
direction,  and  our  communities  have  been  involved  in  a  great  deal  of 
wasteful  expenditure.  I  think  that  many  of  our  states,  which  are  now 
supporting  a  number  of  separate,  more  or  less  feeble  institutions,  would 
profit  greatly  by  concentration.  Bach  part  of  the  work  would  be  very 
much  better  done,  and  the  whole  system  would  gain  great  headway 
from  the  union  and  more  efective  co-operation  of  all  the  parts.  I 
recognize  the  difficulties  that  present  themselves  in  making  desirable 
modifications,  but  as  President  Eliot  would  remark,  "the  difficulty  of 
the  task  constitutes  no  reason  for  declining  it."

MONTANA  STATE  FAIR. 

Helena,  Montana,  January  29,  1913. 
Members  House  of  Representatives,  Thirteenth  Legislative  Assembly, 

Helena,  Montana. 
Gentlemen: 

Thinking  that  a  trip  to  the  Montana  State  Fair  ground  might  en- 
lighten a  majority  of  the  representatives  now  in  session  relative  to  the 
growth  and  needs  of  this  State  institution,  the  members  of  the  State 
Fair  Board  have  made  arrangements  for  such  a  trip  to  the  grounds 
and  buildings,  Saturday,  February  1st  at  1:30  o'clock  P.  M.,  meeting 
at  the  office  of  the  State  Fair  where  the  permanent  display  of  Mon- 
tana's grains  and  grasses  is  exhibited.  Special  street  cars  will  leave 
at  Sixth  Avenue  and  Main,  arriving  at  the  fair  grounds  about  2 
o'clock  P.  M. 

While  the  growth  of  the  Montana  State  Fair  has  been  rapid,  it  is 
not  in  keeping  with  the  agricultural  growth  of  the  State  owing  to  lack 
of  exhibit  buildings  and  facilities.  So  far  the  permanent  improvements 
have  amounted  to  $102,929.05  of  which  over  2,0  o/^  is  in  the  grand  stand. 
The  increase  in  the  number  of  exhibit  cars  has  been  so  great  that 
25,000  square  feet  of  canvas  was  used  in  1912,  besides  numerous 
temporary  sheds  for  cattle,  hogs'  and  horses,  due  to  present  build- 
ings being  entirely  inadequate  for  the  increase  in  exhibits,  which 
jumped  from  76  cars  in  1911  to  124  cars  in  1912.  The  premiums  offered 
in  1912  was  $22,476  as  against  $3,003  in  1903.  A  gain  of  181%  in  ad- 
missions in  the  last  ten  year  period  has  been  made.  Last  year  there 
were  6,830  entries  as  against  1,800  in  1903. 

Therefore,  we  are  especially  anxious  that  the  members  of  the 
Legislature  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  to  inspect  and  in- 
vestigate the  present  buildings  and  grounds  of  the  State  Fair,  and  by 
personal  study  of  the  situation  on  the  ground  itself,  get  a  clear  idea  of 
how  the  exhibitors  are  constantly  over-running  the  ability  of  the  board 
to  care  for  them.  The  idea  of  the  trip  is  merely  to  inform  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  situation  in  order  that  they  may  meet  it  as  their  judg- 
ment may  suggest.

To  the  Honorable  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

We,  the  citizens  of  Blaine  county,  Montana,  respectfully  represent 
to  your  honorable  body  that  we  are  strongly  opposed  to  the  creatioa 
of  any  new  county  taking  in  a  portion  of  the  territory  of  Blaine  coun- 
ty, by  any  method  such  as  a  special  act  of  the  Legislature  that  will 
deprive  the  people  of  the  territory  affected  of  the  right  to  vote  m 
the  question  of  whether  or  not  they  wish  to  be  placed  in  a  newly 
formed  county.  Blaine  county  was  created  last  spring,  less  than  a 
year  ago,  by  popular  vote  under  the  general  county  division  law.  It  is 
now  proposed  by  special  Act  to  cut  off  a  large  portion  of  the  new 
county  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  new  county.  There  is  consider- 
able doubt  as  to  whether  the  people  in  the  section,  proposed  to  be  cue 
off,  desire  a  change  so  soon  after  the  county  division  of  last  year, 
and  we  urge  that  such  a  change  should  not  be  forced  upon  them  but 
they  should  be  allowed  to .  vote  on  the  proposal  under  the  general 
county  division  law. 

To  the  Hon.  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

We,  the  undersigned  citizens  of  Blaine  county,  Montana,  hereby 
represent  that  it  has  come  to  our  notice  that  a  bill  has  been  intro- 
duced and  has  passed  the  Senate,  creating  Phillips  county  from  a  poi*- 
tion  of  the  counties  of  Blaine  and  Valley.  This,  to  us,  appears  so  ridi- 
culous that  we  looked  upon  it  as  rather  a  joke  until  we  heard  that  it 
had  passed  the  Senate.  Blaine  county  is  one  of  the  newest  counties 
In  the  state,  having  just  been  created  last  March,  together  with  Hill 
county,  both  taken  from  Chouteau  county  at  the  same  time.  Our  ne^v 
county  is  now  on  the  verge  of  bankruptcy.  Our  taxes  in  the  county 
being  but  two  and  one-half  cents  and  in  the  towns  about  foui  and 
one-half  cents  on  the  dollar,  and  that  levy  does  not  begin  to  pay  oui 
running  expenses.  At  the  last  election  we  voted  bonds  to  the  exteat 
of  $110,000.00.  Forty  thousand  of  this  for  roads  and  outstanding  bills 
and  $70,000.00  for  a  court  house,  so  that  next  year  our  taxes  must  be 
at  least  onelhalf  per  cent  higher.  It  is  our  belief  that  the  law  pass- 
ed at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  is  ample  to  create  new  coun- 
ties under,  when  the  people  want  them,  and  we  hereby  submit  that  in 
this  case  there  is  absolutely  nothing  in  favor  of  this  division  except 
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to  give  the  little  village  of  Malta  a  county  seat  at  the  expense  of  the 
taxpayers  of  the  county. 

And  therefore,  we  do  hereby  petition  your  honorable  body  to  re- 
fuse to  concur  in  the  bill  for  the  creation  of  the  said  Phillips  county 
and  we,  your  petitioners,  will  ever  pray.

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RESOLUTION  ENDORSING  MOVEMENT  TO  CREATE  NATIONAL 
PARK  IN   LINCOLN   COUNTY,  MONTANA. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  people  of  Kalispell  and  vicinity  called  for 
the  purpose  of  considering  legislation  relating  to  roads  and  highways 
held  at  the  City  of  Kalispell  on  the  28th  day  of  January,  1913,  the 
following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted: 

W'hereas,  a  movement  has  been  started  in  our  sister  county  of 
Lincoln,  to  secure  the  creation  of  a  National  Park  of  about  100  square 
miles,  including  within  its  boundaries  some  of  the  most  beautiful 
scenic  attractions  in  Montana,  notably  Blackwell  Glacier  and  Howard 
Lake;  and 

Whereas,  the  question  of  the  creation  of  such  Park  is  intimately 
associated  with  the  question  of  good  roads,  located  as  the  proposed 
Park  is  on  the  beautiful  scenic  Spokane,  Bonners  Ferry,  Libby,  Kails- 
pell  and  Glacier  Park  Highway,  the  greatest  portion  of  which  has 
been  constructed  by  the  Counties  of  Flathead  and  Lincoln  in  Mon- 
tana, the  County  of  Bonners  in  Idaho,  and  the  County  of  Spokane  in 
Washington,  which  highway  is  an  extension  of  the  Park  to  Park 
Highway  extending  from  Yellowstone  National  Park  to  Glacier  Na- 
tional Park  and  which  for  its  entire  route  traverses  a  country  of  varied 
and  beautiful  scenery  and  puts  the  people  of  Montana,  Northern  Idaho 
and  Washington  within  easy  traveling  distance  of  the  two  greatest 
National  pleasure  grounds. 

The  proposed  Park  in  addition  to  being  a  section  of  great  natural 
beauty,  is  the  home  of  large  and  feathered  game  and  fish  in  large  num- 
bers and  if  established  as  a  National  Park  would  furnish  an  asylum 
and  breeding  ground  for  game  of  practically  all  kinds  known  to  Mon- 
tana and  the  Northwestern  states. 

Therefore,  we  respectfully  petition  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Montana  to  memoralize  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  to 
create  said  Park  according  to  the  lines  suggested  by  the  people  of 
Lincoln  County,  and  we  hereby  request  our  Senator  and  Representa- 
tive in  Congress  to  use  every  effort  to  secure  the  creation  thereof.

RELATING  TO  HOUSE  BILL  NO.  209. 

January  27,  1913. 

Hon.  Lincoln  Working, 

House  of  Representatives, 

Helena,  Montana. 

Dear  Sir: 

We  have  had  prepared  an  Act,  copies  of  which  we  hand  you  here- 
with, which  provides  for  the  amendment  of  Section  3169  of  the  Re- 
vised Codes  of  1907,  and  believing  that  it  has  merit  and  that  the  act 
should  be  changed  so  as  to  cover  the  proposed  amendments,  we  would 
respectfully  ask  that  you  present  same  to  the  Honorable  Body  of  which 
you  are  a  member  and  that  you  exercise  your  influence  in  having  same 
become  a  law. 

You  will  notice  that  Section  3169  provides  for  the  collection  of  a 
fee  of  $5.00  for  certifying  transcripts  on  appeal.  Transcripts  have  been 
filed  in  this  office  which  differ  greatly  as  to  the  work  involved  in  com- 
paring. We  have  had  transcripts  filed  which  required  the  constant 
service  of  two  men  for  more  than  five  days.  The  greater  number  are 
quite  voluminous,  while  a  few  require  but  a  short  time  for  comparison. 
In  cases  where  the  transcript  is  quite  voluminous,  it  seems  quite  un- 
reasonable that  a  fee  of  only  $5.00  is  charged  when  you  take  into  con- 
sideration that  the  person  filing  a  short  transcript  pays  just  as  much 
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under  the  law,  as  it  now  stands,  and  we  believe  that  a  charge  of  fivu 
cents  per  page  in  excess  of  200  pages  would  have  the  effect  of  cutting 
out  irrelevant  and  incompetent  testimony,  rsulting  in  a  considerabl9 
saving  to  clients. 

We  also  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  Section  3169  does  not 
provide  fcr  the  charge  of  fifty  cents  for  a  certificate  and  seal.  We 
have  been  collecting  that  fee,  except  where  counsel  is  aware  of  the 
fact  that  the  law  does  not  provide  for  same,  and  it  should  so  provide. 

Under  a  ruling  of  this  court  we  have  been  collecting  a  fee  of 
$5.00  upon  the  filing  of  a  complaint  in  intervention,  the  law  not  provid- 
ing for  same,  and  the  collection  of  this  fee  should  be  authorized  by 
law,  otherwise  it  appears  that  plaintiff  muft  pay  a  fee  and  the  in- 
tervenor  can  file  his  complaint  free  of  charge. 

The  Attorney  General  has  held  that  a  fee  for  the  filing  of  a  tran- 
script of  judgment  from  other  District  Courts  shall  not  be  charged 
(see  vol.  3-433).  This  we  do  not  believe  is  right  and  just.  ^A  person 
filing  a  transcript  of  judgment  from  a  Justice's  Court  must  pay  a  fee 
of  $2.50  while  under  the  ruling,  to  which  reference  is  made,  a  tran- 
script from  ether  courts  must  be  filed  free  of  charge. 

We  find  that  the  Session  Laws  of  1911  passed  an  Act  providing  for 
fees  to  be  charged  by  the  Clerk  and  Recorder,  You  will  notice  thai 
under  this  Act  a  fee  of  fifteen  cents  per  folio  is  to  be  charged  for 
copies  of  papers  or  record,  while  under  Section  3169,  a  clerk  of  District 
Court  can  charge  but  ten  cents.  We  cannot  see  any  good  reason  why 
the  office  of  Clerk  of  District  Court  should  not  receive  the  same  fee 
as  that  charged  by  the  Clerk  and  Recorder  for  like  services.  We  have 
covered  all  the  proposed  amendments  in  this  communication,  and  should 
yon  need  further  information,  I  am  at  your  service.

It  was  also 
agreed  that  the  Steering  Committee  should  be  a  joint  committee  so 
as  to  insure  concurrent  consideration  by  the  two  houses  of  the  same 
measures  and  prevent  the  Senate  and  House  from  working  at  cross 
purposes. 

It  was  further  agreed  that  each  house  should  be  allowed  to 
select  its  respective  members  of  the  Steering  Committee  in  its  own 
way  and  that  the  Joint  Committee  so  selected  should  be  subject  to  all 
times  to  a  concurrent  majority  vot^  of  both  the  Senate  and  House. 
Under  the  old  rule  a  two-thirds  vote  was  necessary. 

We  therefore  recommend  by  unanimous  action  of  all  members  of 
the  Conference  Committee  that  Joint  Rule  23  be  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

Joint  Rule  23.  The  Senate  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  five  and 
the  House  shall  appoint  a  like  committee  of  five  members,  each  house 
acting  under  its  own  rules,  and  the  ten  members  so  appointed  shall 
constitute  a  Steering  Committee  which  on  and  after  the  fortieth 
day  shall  fix  the  order  of  consideration  of  all  bills,  memorials  and 
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resolutions  coming  before  the  Senate  or  House,  provided,  howeveT; 
that  in  the  Senate  all  House  measures  shall  be  first  considered  and  in 
the  House  all  Senate  measures  shall  be  first  considered. 

All  reports  of  said  committee  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  of 
each  branch  of  the  committee  and  said  committee  shall  at  all  times 
be  subject  to  a  concurrent  majority  vote  of  both  the  Senate  and 
House.

WHEREAS,  The  conditions  under  which  females  are  employed  in 
the  State  of  Montana  are  not  comparable  to  the  general  environment  of 
densely  populated  eastern  factory  districts  and 

WHEREAS,  Conditions  prescribed  by  the  proposed  measure,  other 
than  the  limitation  of  hours  of  employment  are  now  provlaed  by  the 
majority  of  employers  in  this  State;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  passage  of  said  bill  would  necessi\:ate  a  readjust- 
ment of  the  conduct  of  the  establishments  affected  thereby,  which 
would  reflect  not  only  to  the  disadvantage  of  female  employes,  but  to 
the  general  public  as  well. 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  Retail  Merchants'  As- 
sociation of  Montana,  in  convention  assembled,  request  that  said  H.  B. 
31  be  not  enacted. 

AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolu- 
tions be  forwarded  to  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Legislature 
of  the  State  of  Montana,  for  consideration  before  final  action  be  taken 
regarding  said  bill.

Pursuant  to  the  injunction  of  the  House  Resolutions  adopted 
February  7th,  your  Committee  on  Labor,  having  the  various  Work- 
men's Compensation  Bills  under  consideration,  beg  leave  to  report 
that,  in  the  beginning,  action  on  this  question  was  delayed  until  Jan- 
uary 24  to  permit  of  the  introduction  of  all  the  bills  of  which  notice 
had  been  given. 

On  January  29,  the  Joint  Senate  and  House  Committee  on  Com- 
pensation was  organized  to  hear  the  evidence  and  opinions  on  the 
four  measures  then  pending  before  the  Assembly.  Of  these  proposed 
acts,  Senate  Bill  No.  34,  by  Minor,  is  a  direct  liability  and  compen- 
sation law;  Senate  Bill  No.  12  by  O'Shea,  is  an  elective  commission 
insurance  proposition;  while  House  Bills  No.  1  and  No.  134  are 
compulsory  insurance  bills  on  the  commission  plan  of  administration. 

The  public  hearings,  advertised  Janury  29,  were  finally  adjourned 
February  8.  About  twenty-five  representatives  of  the  employing  in- 
terests and  ten  labor  union  leaders  appeared  before  the  Committee 
during  the  hearings,  the  concensus  of  opinion  among  the  former  being 
that  a  direct  liability  and  compensation  act  along  the  lines  of  Senate 
Bill  No.  34  is  the  only  desirable  measure,  while  the  labor  advocates 
are  equally  unanimous  in  declaring  for  the  compulsory  insurance  plan, 
as  embodied  in  House  Bills  No.  1  and  No.  134. 

Thus  it  has  developed  that  while,  without  exception,  the  senti- 
ment of  all  concerned  favors  some  form  of  compulsory  legislation, 
there  is  a  wide  divergence  of  O'pinion  as  to  the  method  to  he  pursued. 

Manifestly  it  is  impossible  to  draft  a  law  that  will  prove  mutually 
satisfactory  to  all  the  conflicting  interests,  and  as  the  public  hearings 
were  only  concluded  Saturday,  the  Committee  can  scarcely  anticipate 
a  definite  report  before  the  latter  part  of  the  week. 

Realizing  that  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Law  is  the  para- 
mount legislative  issue  before  the  Assembly,  your  Committee  will  lend 
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every  energy  toward  an  early  report,  but  must  of  necessity  ask  for 
a  furthr  extension  of  time  in  which  to  prepare  or  recommend  a  bill 
that  will  be  in  a  measure  satisfactory  to  both  the  Senate  and  House 
Committees  on  Labor.

MINORITY  REPORT. 
Holt,  Hustead  and  Kelly  from  the  Committee  on  New  Counties  and 
Divisions  reported  as  follows: 
Mr.  Speaker: 

We,  a  minority  of  your  Committee  on  New  Counties  and  Divisions, 
to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  48,  introduced  by  Edwards,  a 
bill  for  an  act  entitled,  "An  act  to  create  the  County  of  Wibaux,  to 
define  its  boundaries,  to  provide  for  Its  organization  and  government, 
and  to  alter  the  boundaries  of  the  Counties  of  Dawson  and  Custer  to 
conform  to  the  boundaries  of  the  County  of  Wibaux,"  having  had  said 
bill  under  consideration,  beg  leave  to  report  the  same  back  to  the 
House  with  the  recommendation  that  it  be  not  concurred  in,  for  the 
following  reasons: 

1st.  The  Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  Montana  has.  rendered 
an  opinion  in  effect  that  this  bill  will  be  contrary  to  provisions  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana.  The  Supreme  Court  of 
Montana  in  case  commonly  called  the  Lincoln  County  case  has  in 
our  opinion,  decided'  the  question  and  the  language  used  by  the  Court 
is  so  strong  that  it  cannot  be  misunderstood.  We  quote  the  fol- 
lowing: 

"That  the  framers  of  our  Constitution  intended  that  counties  should 
be  created  only  by  general  laws  of  uniform  operation  is  to  my  mind 
quite  plain.  •  The  Constitution  forbids  the  location  of  a  county  seat 
by  special  act  of  legislation — it  impliedly  forbids  the  creation  of  a  new 
county  by  that  species  of  legislation." 

2nd.  Even  though  the  act  would  be  constitutional,  the  evidence  is 
so  conflicting  that  we  are  unable  to  see  where  the  proponents  of  the 
measure  have  proven  that  ninety  per  cent  of  the  people  within  the 
boundaries  desire  the  new  county.  The  chief  petition  filed  in  this 
case  is  typewritten  and  we  have  not  sufficient  evidence  that  the  peti-- 
tion  was  properly  signed. 
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3rd.  We  believe  I  hat  this  is  unjust  legislation  and  unfair  to  th'3 
people  of  the  State,  because  we  maintain  that  the  memb(!rs  of  tliiri 
Legislature  are  not  in  a  position  to  decide  the  merits  of  the  i)roi)(;- 
sition  with  which  they  are  unfamiliar. 

Holt  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Minority  Report. 

Day  moved  that  the  consideration  of  the  reports  of  the  Committee 
on  New  Counties  be  postponed  until  all  of  the  measures  provided  for 
in  the  resolution  of  Representative  Cutts,  adopted  February  7th,  have 
passed  through  the  General  Orders  of  the  House,  and  that  they  remain 
then  subject  to  be  called  up  as  a  Special  Order  at  the  request  of  any 
members.

MINORITY  REPORT. 
Holt,  Hustead  and  Kelly  from  the  Committee  on  New  Counties  and 
Divisions  reported  as  follows: 
Mr.  Speaker: 

We,  a  minority  of  your  Committee  on  New  Counties  and  Divisions, 
to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  47,  introduced  by  Survant,  a 
bill  for  an  act  entitled,  "An  act  to  create  the  County  of  Phillips,  defina 
its  boundaries  and  provide  for  its  organization  and  to  change  the 
boundaries  of  Blaine  and  Valley  Counties  to  conform  thereto,"  having 
had  said  bill  under  consideration,  beg  leave  to  report  the  same  back 
to  the  House  with  recommendation  that  it  be  not  concurred  in  for 
the  following  reasons: 

1st.  The  Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  Montana  has  rendered 
an  opinion  in  effect  that  this  bill  will  be  contrary  to  provisions  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  ^tate  of  Montana.  The  Supreme  Court  of 
Montana  in  the  case  commonly  called  the  Lincoln  County  case,  has  in 
our  opinion,  decided  the  question  and  the  language  used  by  the  Court 
is  so  strong  that  it  cannot  be  misunderstood.  We  quote  the  fol- 
lowing : 

"That  the  framers  of  our  Constitution  intended  that  counties 
should  be  created  only  by  general  laws  of  uniform  operation  is  to 
my  mind  quite  plain.  The  Constitution  forbids  the  location  of  a 
county  seat  by  special  legislation — it  impliedly  forbids  the  creation  of 
a  new  conuty  by  that  species  of  legislation." 

2nd.  We  received  more  or  less  evidence  pro  and  con  and  the 
same  is  conflicting.  Certain  parties  have  made  statements  which 
have  been  combatted  with  other  statements  taking  entirely  different 
stands. 

3rd.  We  believe  that  this  is  unjust  legislation  and  unfair  to  the 
people  of  the  State,  because  we  maintain  that  the  members  of  this 
Legislature  are  not  in  a  position  to  decide  the  merits  of  a  propo- 
sition with  which  they  are  unfamiliar. 

On  motion  of  Day,  the  same  action  was  taken  with  this  report 
as  taht  in  consideration  of  the  report  concerning  S.  B.  No.  48.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  SENATE. 
The  following  communication  was  received  fro  mthe  Senate: 
WHEREAS,  The  Joint  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
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tatives  and  .Joint  Rule  No.  23  thereof  provides  as  follows: 

"The  Senate  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  five  mem- 
bers and  the  House  shall  appoint  a  like  committee 
of  five  members,  each  House  acting-  under  its  ov/n  rules, 
and  the  ten  members  so  appointed  shall  constitute  a 
Steering  Committee,  which,  on  and  after  the  fortieth 
day,  shall  fix  the  order  of  consideration  of  all  bills, 
memorials  and  resolutions  coming  before  the  Senate  or 
the  House,  provided,  however,  that  in  the  Senate  all 
House  measures  shall  be  first  considered,  and  in  the 
House  all  Senate  measures  shall  be  first  considered." 

"All  reports  of  said  Committee  shall  be  signed'  by 
the  chairman  of  each  branch  of  the  committee  and 
said  committee  snail  at  all  times  be  subject  to  a 
concurrent  majority  vote  of  both,  the  Senate  and 
House." 

AND,  WHEREAS,  by  communications  received  from  the  Honorable 
House  of  Representatives  it  appears  that  on  the  14th  day  of  February, 
1913,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  acting  in  pursuance 
of  the  rules  of  said  House,  appointed  five  members  of  said  Joint  Steer- 
ing Committee,  consisting  of  the  following:  Prescott,  Lemmon,  Spoge'i, 
Eliel  and  Carnal; 

AND,  WHEREAS,  on  the  fortieth  day  of  the  session  the  Senate, 
acting  according  to  its  rules,  appointed  as  members  of  said  Joint 
Steering  Committee  tlie  following:  Byrnes,  Muffly,  Dearborn,  Selway 
and'  Burlingame; 

AND,  WiHEREAS,  The  Honorable  House  of  Representatives  sub- 
sequently advised  the  Senate  that  Spogen  and  Carnal  had  resigned  from 
said  Committee  and  that  Sickler  and  Jordan  of  Dawson  county,  were 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancies  so  created,  and  subsequently  thereto 
advised  the  Senate  that  Prescott,  Sickler  and  Eliel  had  resigned  from 
said  committee,  leaving  upon  said  committee  Lemmon  and  Jordan,  and 
subsequently  advised  the  Senate  that  said  Honorable  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, in  direct  violation  of  Joint  Rule  No.  19,  which  reads  as 
follows: 

"No.  19.    Repealing  of  Joint  Rules — No  Joint  Rule 
shall   be   repealed,  amended   or   suspended   except  by 
two-thirds  vote  in  each  House." 
And  also  in  violation  of  Joint  Rule  No.  23,  and  particularly  that 
portion  thereof  which  reads  as  follows: 

"All  reports  of  said  committee  shall  be  signed 
by  the  chairman  of  each  branch  of  the  committee  and 
said  committee  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  a 
concurrent  majority  vote  of  both  the  Senate  and 
House." 

has  assumed  to  remove  the  said  Lemmon  and  Jordan  from  said  Joint 
Committee  without  requesting  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  in  such 
removal,  and  has  appointed  five  persons  to  constitute  said  House  mem- 
bers of  said  Joint  Steering  Committee,  instead  and  in  place  of  the 
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said  Lemmoii  and  Jordan  and  the  said  three  members  of  said  original 
House  Committee  who  have  resigned; 

AND,  WHEREAS,  the  said  Lemmon  and  Jordan  have  never  been 
regularly  and  legally  removed  in  accordance  with  the  Joint  Rules  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  and  therefore  the  House 
branch  of  said  committee  consists  of  seven  members; 

AND,  WHEREAS,  in  the  interest  of  the  public  welfare,  the  Senate 
cannot  agree  to  such  an  obvious  infraction  and  violation  of  the  Joint 
Rules  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate,  adopted  by 
said  bodies  for  the  control  and  management  of  public  business; 

AND  WHEREAS,  by  reason  of  such  irregular  proceedings  and  such 
violation  of  said  Joint  Rules  of  the  said  Senate  and  the  House  of 
Representatives  no  Joint  Steering  Committee  has  been  properly  or- 
ganized, and  the  business  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives has  been  conducted  in  violation  of  said  Joint  Rule  No.  23,  and 
therefore  in  an  irregular  and  illegal  manner; 

AND  WHEREAS,  certain  bills  were  considered  by  the  said  Senate 
in  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  without  having  been  referred  to  the 
Joint  Steering  Committee,  and  reported  by  it  for  its  consideration  on 
the  17th  day  of  February,  1913:; 

AND  WHEREAS,  The  Senate,  has,  by  its  vote,  reconsidered  its 
action  thereon,  and  referred  all  of  said  bills  to  the  Joint  Steeirng 
Committee,  and  now  holds  said  bills  subject  to  the  proper  organiza- 
tion of  the  same;

AND  WHEREAS,  by  reason  of  said  violation  of  said  Joint  Rule 
No.  23,  said  House  Bill  No.  1,  is  not  properly  before  the  said  Senate 
for  its  consideration,  and  the  said  Senate  cannot,  without  violation 
of  the  Joint  Rules  of  the  said  House  of  Representatives  and  the  said 
Senate,  consider  the  same; 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  said  House  Bill  No.  1  be 
returned  herewith  to  the  Honorable  House  of  Representatives  for  its 
further  consideration  in  accordance  with  said  Joint  Rules,  and  in  a 
regular  and  proper  manner; 

AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  conduct  of  said 
Honorable  House  of  Representatives  in  the  premises,  as  aforesaid,  is 
in  violation  of  the  Joint  Rules  of  said  House  of  Representatives  and 
said  Senate,  and  detrimental  to  the  welfare  of  the  people  of  Mon- 
tana, and  tends  to  and  will,  if  persisted  in,  prevent  the  enactment  of 
much  wise,  proper  and  beneficial  legislation; 
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AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Senate  respectfully 
requests  the  Honorable  House  of  Representatives  to  proceed  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Joint  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  House  ot  Represen- 
tives,  ordained  and  established  for  the  government  of  the  business  of 
the  two  houses,  to  the  end  that  a  properly  and  legally  constituted 
Steering  Committee  may  be  organized,  and  that  the  bills  now  pend- 
ing in  both  houses  may  be  legally  and  regularly  considered  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Joint  Rules  of  the  same.

observed  in  setting  such  fire  and  to  prevent  it  from  spreading  and  en- 
dangering the  life  or  property  of  another.  At  no  time  shall  any  fire 
be  set  out  when  the  wind  is  blowing  to  such  an  extent  as  to  cause 
danger  of  the  fire  getting  beyond  the  control  of  the  person  setting  it 
out,  or  without  sufficient  help  present  to  control  it;  and  the  fire  shall 
be  watched  by  the  person  setting  it  until  it  is  out.  Any  person  violai- 
ing  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  One  Hundred  ($100.00)  Dollars,  nor  more  than  Three 
Hundred  ($300.00)  Dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not 
less  than  one  month  nor  more  than  six  months;  provided,  that  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  or  persons  setting  out  back  fires 
for  the  purpose  of  stopping  or  checking  a  fire  then  burning.  The  fire 
warden  shall  keep  a  complete  copy  of  permits  issued.  Permits  shall 
contain  such  safeguarding  restrictions  as  to  time  of  burning  and  pre- 
caution to  be  taken  in  the  interest  of  public  safety  as  may  be  fixed 
by  regulation  of  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  or  left  by 
said  Board  to  the  discretion  of  fire  wardens.  Any  fire  warden  shall 
have  the  right  to  refuse,  revoke  or  postpone  permits  when  it  is  clearly 
necessary  for  public  safety.  Any  permit  obtained  through  wilful  mis- 
representation shall  be  invalid  and  give  no  exemption  from  liability  of 
any  kind.  In  times  and  localities  of  unusual  fire  danger,  the  governoi 
with  the  advice  of  the  State  Forester,  may,  to  the  extent  requisite  to 
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public  safety,  suspend  any  or  all  permits  or  privileges  authorized  by 
this  section  and  prohibit  absolutely  the  use  of  fire  herein  mentioned. 

Section  9.  In  place  of  Section  9,  substitute  the  following:  "From 
June  first  to  October  first,  of  each  year,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  to  use  any  locomotive,  logging  engine, 
portable  engine,  traction,  engine  or  stationary  engine,  using  fuel  other 
than  oil,  located  in  or  passing  through  a  timber  district,  which  is  noL 
provided  with  a  good  and  sufficient  spark  arrester  and  sufficently 
guarded  against  the  escape  or  fire  from  ash  pan  or  fire  box.  Any  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation  who  shall  fail  to  provide  and  continuously  use 
such  spark  arrester  and  sufficent  guarding  device  upon  such  engine 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  pay 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  Twenty-five  ($25.00)  Dollars,  nor  more  than  One 
Hundred  ($100.00)  Dollars,  for  each  day  such  locomotive  or  engine  is 
so  used.  Any  officer  provided  for  in  this  Act  shall  have  the  right  at 
any  time  to  inspect  any  locomotive  or  engine  for  the  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining whether  or  not  it  is  equipped  with  the  spark  arrester  as  re- 
quired by  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  Upon  proof  that  any  prosecution 
has  been  instituted  under  this  section  by  any  fire  warden,  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  shall  enjoin  the  further  use  of  the  engine  ■.li- 
volved,  unless  equipped  and  maintained  in  compliance  with  this  section 
to  the  satisfaction  of  said  warden,  until  the  defendant  has  been  ac- 
quitted of  the  charge  preferred." 

Section  No.  11.  In  line  No.  2  of  said  Section,  after  the  word  "rail- 
road," insert  the  following:  "using  other  than  oil  fuel." 

Amend  Section  12  by  striking  out  the  vfords  "twenty-five"  and  i?.- 
serting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "fifteen,  or  as  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  year  ending  March  1st,  1914,  and  the  sum  of  Fif- 
teen Tohusand  Dollars,  or  as  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
year  ending  March  1st,  1915,  to  pay  the  expenses  incurred  under  the 
pi^ovisions  of  this  Act." 

Section  No.  14.  Line  One  of  said  Section,  after  the  word  "state,"' 
strike  out  the  following,  "Board  of  Land  Commissioners,"  and  substitute 
,,the  word  "Forester."  In  Line  2  of  said  Section,  after  the  word  "agree- 
ment," strike  out  the  word  "it"  and  substitute  the  word  "he." 

Section  15.    To  be  replaced  by  the  following  substitute  section: 

"Section  15.  Whenever,  or  wherever,  during  an  open  season  for  the 
hunting  of  any  kind  of  game  in  this  state,  it  shall  appear  to  the  (xov- 
ernor  upon  the  showing  of  the  State  Forester  that  by  reason  of  extreme 
drought  the  use  of  fire  arms  or  fire  by  hunters  is  liable  to  cause  forest 
fires,  he  may,  by  proclamation,  suspend  the  open  season,  and  make  it 
a  closed  season  for  the  shooting  of  wild  birds  and  animals  of  any  kind 
for  such  time  as  he  may  designate,  and  during  the  time  so  designated 
ail  provisions  of  law  relating  to  closed  seasons  for  game  shall  be  in 
force."

WHEREAS,  the  enactment  of  a  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  in 
some  form  is  generally  conceded  to  be  the  most  important  matter  o^: 
legislation  before  the  Thirteenth  Legislative  Assembly  at  the  prese  it 
time,  and  is  a  masure  to  which  all  political  parties  are  pledged  and 
in  honor  and  duty  bound  to  perfect  and  mould  into  law;  and 
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WHEREAS,  House  Bill  No.  1,  a  workmen's  compulsory  comi)ensi,- 
tion  act  on  the  state  insurance  commission  plan,  passed  this  Houh  i 
February  18  and  was  regularly  transmitted  to  the  Senate;  and  the 
records  of  the  House  show  that  Senate  Bill  No.  34,  a  workmen's  com- 
pensation act  on  the  direct  liability  and  compensation  plan,  was  on 
February  14  reported  from  the  Senate  Committee  on  Capital  and  Labor 
for  passage,  and  on  February  17  recommended  for  passage  in  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole,  referred  to  and  then  withdrawn  from  the  En- 
grossing Committee,  placed  on  General  Orders  by  the  Steering  Com- 
mittee, February  20,  and  finally  re-referred  to  the  Senate  Committee 
on  Capital  and  Labor;  and 

WHEREAS,  we  believe  that  the  two  bills  mentioned  are  so  con- 
stitutionally and  fundamentally  different  as  to  preclude  the  possibility 
of  either  House  concurring  in  the  action  of  the  other,  as  is  best 
evidenced  in  the  history  of  House  Bill  No.  1  and  Senate  Bill  No.  34; 
and 

WHEREAS,  we  realize  that  in  the  eight  days  of  the  session  in 
which  a  conference  liability  bill  may  be  perfected,  there  is  even  now  in- 
sufficient time  to  do  justice  to  so  monumental  a  subject,  and  that  the 
people  of  the  State,  who  have  been  promised  this  remedial  legislation 
in  all  sincerity,  are  justly  impatient  at  the  delay  thus  far. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  REVOLVED:  That  the  Speaker  of 
the  House  appoint  a  Conference  Committee,  consisting  of  three  mem- 
bers, on  Workmen's  Compensation,  according  to  Joint  Rule  No.  17,  as 
follows: 

"In  every  case  of  disagreement  between  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  if  either  House  requests  a  conference  and  appoints  a 
committee  for  that  purpose,  the  other  shall  appoint  a  committee  con- 
sisting of  the  same  number  of  members  to  confer  therewith  upon  the 
subject  of  their  disagreement." 

AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED:  That  the  House  hereby  re- 
quest the  Honorable  Senate  to  appoint  a  like  committee  to  act  wii".n 
the  House  Committee,  as  provided  in  this  rule,  conveying  to  scuh  Joint 
Committee  full  power  to  draft,  amend  or  recommend  a  bill  to  both 
houses  that  may  be  mutually  satisfactory.

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES. 

REPORT  OF  THE  JOINT  SENATE  AND  HOUSE  REFORM  SCHOOL 

INVESTIGATING  COMMITTEE. 
To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

We,  the  Joint  Committee  appointed  by  your  Honorable  Bodies  to 
investigate  the  general  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  State  Refori?^ 
School  at  Miles  City,  Montana,  herewith  report  as  follows: 

Pursuant  to  authority  vested  in  us  by  Substitute  House  Concurrent 
Resolution  No.  1,  we  left  Helena  for  Miles  City,  Montana,  on  Sunday, 
February  16th,  1913,  and  arrived  at  the  Reform  School  at  Miles  City 
on  Monday,  February  17th,  1913,  and  forthwith  entered  upon  a  minute 
inspection  of  the  property  and  management  of  the  institution,  and  a 
thorough  and  complete  investigation  of  its  business  and  affairs. 

A  careful  inspection  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  buildings 
and  surrounding's  was  first  made.  The  committee  were  conducted  by 
President  H.  W.  George  and  Mr.  C.  W.  Butler,  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  through  all  the  various  departments  of  the  school,  in- 
cluding school  rooms,  living  rooms,  kitchen,  dining-room,  store  and 
cloak  rooms,  all  work  shops,  lavoratories,  all  out juildings,  stock  barns, 
laundry,  water  and  lighting  system,  and  a  close  examination  of  these 
departments  was  made  by  the  entire  committee.  We  found  the  sani- 
tary condition  of  the  institution  to  be  in  a  most  excellent  condition, 
and  we  were  unable  to  criticize  the  same  in  any  manner,  or  to  sug- 
gest or  recommend  any  change  whatsoever  in  the  sanitary  conditions 
of  the  place. 

The  committee  were  then  called  to  order  by  the  chairman  in  the 
Girls'  Building,  in  the  parlor  thereof,  and  witnesses  were  summoned 
before  us  for  testimony. 
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The  affidavit  of  Sam  Fryhling,  Benjamin  Brady  and  F.  L.  Funke 
containing  grave  charges  of  brutality,  neglect  and  inhuman  treatmoat 
of  scholars  in  the  school  by.  the  officers  in  charge,  were  in  the  hands 
of  the  committee,  and  the  charges  were  made  the  subject  of  a  most 
rigid  inquiry.  Mr.  Benjamin  Brady  was  himself  examined  under  oath 
at  considerable  lengthy  and  all  the  witnesses  requested  by  the  said 
Brady  were  brought  before  the  committee  and  examined  concerning 
the  charges  made  by  him.  Doctor  Wendell,  for  several  years  attending 
physician  at  the  school,  but  no  longer  associated  with  it,  and  Doctor 
Buskirk  of  the  firm  of  Andrus,  Buskirk  and  Brown,  attending  physicians 
since  January  1st,  1913,  were  also  examined  under  oath  in  regard  ^o 
said'  charges. 

The  testimony  of  Benjamin  Brady  was  substantially  contained  ii 
the  affidavits  of  Brady,  Fryhling  and  Funkenbusch,  but  was  not  cor- 
roborated in  any  respect  by  any  of  the  witnesses  examined  at  his  sug- 
gestion, or  by  any  other  witness,  and  failed  of  substantiation  in  any 
degree.  For  the  information  of  the  members  of  this  Assembly,  this 
committee  wishes  here  to  include  the  statement  that  Brady  and  Fryh- 
ling are  discharged  employees  of  the  State  Reform  School,  and  that 
Funknbusch  is  no  longer  connected  with  it. 

The  committee  then  requested  the  appearance  of  various  boys  of 
different  ages  and  from  different  portions  of  the  State,  and  examined 
them  fully  regarding  the  method  of  instruction  practiced,  the  charact- 
er of  the  work  scholars  are  required  to  perform,  the  treatment  received 
by  each  boy  at  the  hands  of  the  officers  in  charge,  and  in  general  in 
regard  to  the  manner  in  w:hich  the  school  was  being  conducted. 

No  person  representing  the  school  or  its  officers  was  permitted  Lo 
be  present,  and  each  witness  gave  his  evidence  to  the  committee  in 
private.  Each  scholar  was  asked  to  state  freely  any  objection  he 
might  care  to  make  or  any  complaint  he  had  against  the  institution  or 
any  person  connected  with  it,  and  was  assured  that  no  harm  could 
come  to  him  by  reason  of  any  statement  which  he  might  make.  The 
boys  exhibited  every  evidence  of  confidence  in  the  assurances  given 
them  in  that  respect  by  the  manner  in  which  they  testified.  The  tes- 
timony of  these  boys  enlightened  the  members  of  this  committee  thor- 
oughly on  the  policy  of  the  officers  of  the  school,  in  the  management 
thereof,  and  the  rewards  given  for  compliance  with  its  rules,  and  the 
punishments  inflicted  for  a  violation  thereof. 

All  the  testimony  given  by  all  of  the  witnesses  was  taken  down 
in  shorthand  in  the  presence  of  this  committee,  and  a  full  and  com- 
plete typewritten  transceript  thereof  is  filed  with  this  report. 

Your  committee  made  every  effort  to  secure  all  the  facts  and  in- 
formation in  relation  to  the  management  of  the  school  that  it  was 
possible  to  obtain,  and  every  person  expected  to  having  knowledge 
thereof  known  to  the  committee  was  interrogated  on  the  subject. 

As  a  result  of  our  investigation  and  inspection  we  report  that  we 
found  the  affairs  of  the  State  Reform  School  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  H.  W.  George  to  be  most  competently  managed  and  looked  afte^- 
that  everything  possible  is  being  done  to  improve  the   condition  of

the  inmates;  that  the  system  of  discipline  maintained  by  Mr.  George, 
while  sufficient,  is  not  unnecessarily  severe,  and  in  nowise  brutal;  that 
the  charges  of  delayed  treatment  of  sick  and  diseased  boys  recited  in 
the  charging  affidavits  of  Brady,  Fryhling  and  Funkenbusch  were  only 
caused  by  the  failure  of  the  afflicted  boys  themselves  to  report  their 
illness  to  any  teacher  or  employee  of  the  school,  and  that  in  all  cases 
where  they  have  been  reported  they  have  been  promptly  and  properly 
treated  and  cared  for.  That  the  scholars  themselves  in  all  cases  aro 
well  satisfied  with  the  treatment  given  them. 

W'e  state  the  fact  to  be,  based  upon  our  observation  and  inquiry, 
that  the  State  Reform  School  is  being  most  satisfactorily  managed, 
and  that  we  believe  the  State  to  be  exceedingly  fortunate  in  having  so 
painstaking  and  capable  an  officer  in  charge  as  we  have  in  Presidenr. 
H.  W.  George. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

We  find  that  at  the  present  time  there  are  three  girls  in  the  Re- 
form School,  and  that  for  several  years  past  there  have  been  very  few 
girls  at  the,  school  at  any  time.  As  it  is  necessary  that  the  girls  and 
boys  should  be  housed  in  different  buildings,  a  girls'  building  is  nov; 
maintained  for  the  three  girls  at  the  school.  There  are  at  preseiii 
ninety  boys  at  the  school,  and  the  boys'  building  and  their  dormitories 
are  quite  crowded,  whereas  the  large  building  known  as  the  girls' 
buildings  is  maintained  for  and  occupied  by  only  three  girls.  Wo 
recommend  that  the  three  girls  now  at  the  school  be  transferred  to 
some  other  State  Institution,  and  that  hereafter  no  incorrigible  girls  be 
sent  to  the  State  Reform  School  and  that  the  same  may  be  hereafter 
conducted  as  a  boys'  school  exclusively.  When  this  is  done  it  will  be 
possible  for  the  authorities  of  the  school  to  divide  the  boys  in  the 
school  into  two  classes,  viz.,  one  class  of  large  boys  and  one  class  of 
smaller  boys.  The  smaller  boys  could  occupy  the  present  girls'  build- 
ing, instead  of  sharing  the  same  sleeping  quarters,  playgrounds  and 
being  constantly  associated  with  the  larger  boys  as  they  are  at  the 
present  time.  We  believe  that  by  separating  the  larger  boys  from  the 
smaller  ones  the  purposes  of  the  institution  will  be  better  served  and 
its  effectiveness  increased. 

We  further  find  that  the  name  "State  Reform  School"  is  very 
much  in  disfavor  with  citizens  generally  throughout  the  State,  and  with 
the  officers  at  the  school,  and  the  boys  themselves.  Numerous  tradJs 
and  occupations  are  being  taught  at  the  school  at  the  present  time, 
and  it  is  planned  to  include  other  trades  from  time  to  time.  At  present 
instructions  are  given  boys  in  carpenter  trade,  tailoring,  shoemakin;^, 
and  farming  and  stock  raising,  and  one  boy  is  working  with  the  eng- 
ineer in  the  boiler  house  and  receiving  instruction  in  that  line.  A 
certain  stigma  attaches  to  a  boy  released  from  the  school  and  follows 
him  in  some  cases  after  he  has  left  it,  especially  if  it  becomes  known 
that  he  acquired  his  training  at  a  reform  school,  and  no  doubt  operates 
against  his  prospects  for  success  to  some  extent.  We  believe  that  the 
passage  of  House  Bill  introduced  by  Holt  changing  the  name  of  the 
"State  Reform  School"  to  that  of  "State  Industrial  School"  will  remedy 
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this  matter,  and  we  urgently  recommend  the  passage  and  approval  or 
said  bill. 

We  also  note  that  at  present  the  dairy  barns  and  hcrse  stables  are 
connected.  High  grade  dairy  stock  is  owned  and  kept  by  the  schoo., 
and  the  number  is  expected  to  be  increased  and  added  to  from  time 
to  time  and  the  quality  improved.  We  believe  that  separate  dairy 
barns  and  sheds  should  be  constructed  and  used  exclusively  for  dairy 
barns,  and  not  maintained  in  connection  with  the  horse  stables.  An 
appropriation  of  Four  Thousand  Dollars  is  recommended  by  the  com- 
mittee for  the  erection  of  a  dairy  barn  at  the  school.  Many  of  the 
boys  there  could  assist  in  portions  of  the  work  and  a  suitable  building 
erected  for  that  amount.  We  recommend  the  passage  of  the  bill  appro- 
priating this  amount  for  dairy  barn  purposes. 

We  observe  among  the  scholars  many  boys  who  have  earned  by 
good  deportment  their  honor  mark  which  would  entitle  them  to  be  set 
free,  but  they  are  not  released  for  the  reason  that  there  is  no  place 
to  send  them  where  they  will  continue  to  improve  and  advance.  Many 
of  them  could  not  be  sent  to  their  homes  for  the  reason  that  it  was 
solely  due  to  the  fact  that  they  had  no  attention  at  home  that  they 
were  originally  placed  in  the  Reform  School.  In  other  cases  the  pare- 
ents  of  some  of  the  boys  are  separated  and  their  parents  unable  to 
properly  care  for  the  boys.  We  believe  that  when  the  State  Parole 
Commissioner  is  named,  an  important  part  of  his  work  would  be  look- 
ing up  homes  and  employment  for  inmates  of  the  Reform  School  who 
have  earned  their  release  by  good  behavior,  and  to  watch  over  their 
conduct  and  advancement  after  release. 

Finally  we  believe  that  if  the  recommendations  herein  made  are 
carried  out,  that  the  investigation  conducted  by  this  committee  will  be 
valuable  to  the  State.

WHEREAS,  This  House,  and  the  members  thereof,  have  the  fullest 
confidence  in  the  integrity  and  honesty  of  the  said  representatives,  and 
desire  to  commend  them  for  their  patriotism  and  statesmanship  in 
voting  upon  the  said  measure  in  opposition  to  the  call  of  purely  selfish 
interests,  and  in  favor  of  what  they  believed  to  be  for  the  interests  of 
the  State  at  large,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  said'  representatives  have  been  grossly  insulted 
upon  the  public  streets  and  denounced  in  the  public  press  of  the  said 
City  of  Great  Falls  as  traitors  and  unworthy  of  respect,  and 

WHEREAS,  Such  unwarranted  assaults  upon  members  of  this  House 
for  their  action  upon  measures  pending  here  are  violative  of  the  con- 
stitutional rights  of  the  members  of  this  House,  subversive  of  the  pri.i- 
ciples  of  that  freedom  of  action  which  should  belong  to  a  member  of  a 
legislative  body,  and  destructive  of  the  foundation  principles  of  our 
government;

an  indebetedness  of  one-half  as  many  dollars  as  there  are  acres  in  the 
District,  and  may  cause  warrants  of  the  District  to  issue  therefor, 
bearing  interest  at  the  rate  not  to  exceed  six  per  centum  per  annum."

WHEREAS,  the  Honorable  Senate  has  assumed  the  position  that 
House  Bill  No.  134  (although  never  reported  to  this  House  from  whence 
it  emanated)  is  a  matter  of  Senate  consideration  at  this  time  and 
recommends  that  "before  the  appointment  of  a  Conference  Committee, 
the  House  of  Representatives  take  some  action  with  regard  to  House 
Bill  No.  134." 

.NOW,  THEREFORE,  We,  your  Committee  on  Labor,  having  had 
under  consideration  House  Bill  No.  134,  a  bill  for  an  Act  creating  an 
Industrial  Insurance  Ccmmission,  respectfully  recommend  that  further 
consideration  of  this  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed,  in  accordance  with 
the  recommendations  of  the  Honorable  Senate;

Your  Committee  on  Live  Stock  and  Public  Ranges  to  whom  was 
referred  Senate  Bill  No.  101,  introduced  by  Selway,  entitled,  "An  Act 
to  amend  Section  1840  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  1907,  relating  to  the 
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quarantine  of  domestic  animals  and  Texas  cattle;  and  providing  that 
before  declaring  a  quarantine  the  Veterinary  shall  exhibit  to  the  owner 
or  person  in  charge  a  specimen  of  the  parasite,  under  miscroscope,  ;»r 
otherwise,  for  his  inspection,  and  providing  further  means  of  redress 
by  owner  of  quarantine  animals,"  after  having  had  same  under  con- 
sideration,  beg  leave  to  report  same  back  to  the  House  with  the 
recommendation  that  it  be  concurred  in  with  the  following  amend- 
ments: 

Amendment  to  Section  1  of  Section  1840,  of  Senate  Bill  No.  101. 

By  inserting  after  the  word  "premises"  in  line  4  of  Section  1840, 
the  following:  "Provided,  however,  that  before  quarantine  can  be 
ordered  against  animals,  the  owner  of  said  animals  can  be  if  so  de- 
sired, immediately  obtain  the  opinion  of  some  licensed  veterinary  other 
than  the  inspector,  making  said  inspection  and  if,  however,  the  two 
are  of  a  different  opinion  in  regard  to  condition  of  said  stock,  th^n 
the  State  Veterinarian  shall  be  called  to  the  locality  where  the  case 
exists  to  give  a  decision,  which  decision  shall  be  final,  and  if  said  stock 
are  found  to  be  infected,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Veterinarian 
to  order  same  dipped  on  or  before  the  expiration  of  sixty  days."

Mr.  Speaker: 

I  am  directed  by  the  Senate  to  inform  your  Hono^'able  Body  thai 
H.  B.  No.  180,  introduced  by  Rhoades,  being  a  bill  for  an  Act  en- 
titled, "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  sale  of  articles  oy 
weight,  measure  or  numerical  count  within  the  State  of  Montana; 
creating  the  office  of  State  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measurers,  provid- 
ing the  duties  and  powers  of  such  State  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Meas- 
iires;  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  and  repealing  the  provisions  of  Chapter  34  of  the  Laws  of  the 
Twelfth  Legislative  Assembly,"  having  been  amended  by  the  Senate, 
and  having  been  read  three  several  times,  was  this  day  concurred  in 
as  amended,  title  agreed  to,  and  is  returned  herewith  for  concurrence 
in  Senate  amendments  as  follows: 

Amend  Section  11,  page  9,  by  striking  out  all  of  said  section  ex- 
cept sub-divisions  f,  g  and  k,  and  by  re-designation  of  said  sub-divis- 
ions as  a,  b  and  c  of  said  Section  11.

"Section  12.  From  and  after  January  1st,  1914,  it  shall  be  unlaw- 
ful for  any  person  or  persons,  association  or  corporation,  to  sell  or 
offer  for  sale  in  this  State,  any  commodity  or  article  of  merchandise 
in  a  package  or  container  without  having  such  package  or  container 
labelled  in  plain,  intelligible  words  and  figures,  with  a  correct  state- 
ment of  the  net  weight,  measure  or  numerical  count  of  its  contents; 
provided  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  prevent  the  putting  up  of 
commodities  or  articles  of  merchandise  which  have  been  previously 
sold  by  net  weight,  measure  or  numerical  count,  into  packages  or  con- 
tainers for  the  purpose  of  delivering  or  transporting  such  commodities 
or  articles  of  merchandise. 

Provided  further,  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  com- 
modities or  articles  of  merchandise,  except  milk  and  cream  offered  for 
sale  or  sold  in  packages  or  containers  at  a  price  of  ten  cents  of  less 
per  such  package." 

Amend  Section  32  by  striking  out  all  of  said  section  and  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"Section  32.  This  Act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  approval."

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  Governor: 
EXECUTIVE  OFFICE, 

Helena,  Montana. 

March  4,  1913. 

The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 

House  of  Representatives, 
Helena,  Montana. 

I  herewith  return  to  your  Honorable  Body  H.  B.  No.  181,  intro- 
duced by  Blake,  entitled,  "An  Act  to  exempt  honorably  discharged 
sailors  and  soldiers  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion  and  honorably  dis- 
charged sailors  and  soldiers  of  the  War  with  Spain,  the  Philippine  In- 
surrection or  the  Boxer  Uprising  in  China,  from  the  payment  of  road 
tax  and  poll  tax,"  without  my  approval  and  with  objections  thereto,  ; 
which  are  as  follows: 

In  my   opinion  this  bill  is   so  broad  as  to  exempt  the  persoas 
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enumerated  from  the  payment  of  a  property  tax  when  levied  for  road 
purposes,  and  is  therefore  in  direct  conflict  with  Sections  1  and  2, 
Article  XII.  of  the  Constitution. 

The  Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  Montana,  answering  my 
query  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  this  Act,  well  says:  "The  tax  i'-- 
ferred  to  in  the  bill  is  not  confined  to  head  or  poll  tax,  but  it  appeals 
to  relate  to  head  tax  or  poll  tax  of  every  description  and  also  to  road 
ta:x  of  every  description.  There  are  two  methods  of  raising  money 
for  road  purposes,  one  is  the  special  road  tax  provided  for  in  Section 
1344,  Revised  Codes,  which  is  a  poll  tax  or  head  tax,  and  in  addition 
to  this  the  regular  or  special  levy  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money 
for  the  construction  of  roads  or  the  payment  of  indebtedness  as  evi- 
denced by  bonds  or  otherwise  theretofore  contracted  for  the  con- 
struction of  highways  or  bridges.  The  phrase  'tax  of  every  descrip- 
tion,' would  seem  to  be  broad  enough  to  include  both  of  these  sy?- 
tems  of  taxation.  If,  however,  the  bill  is  meant  only  to  include  the 
special  road  tax  provided  for  in  Section  1344  and  the  poll  tax  or  poor 
tax,  the  bill  is  still  violative  of  the  provisions  of  our  Constitution, 
which  prevents  the  enactment  of  local  or  special  laws  or  granting  'a  iy 
special  or  exclusive  privilege,  immunity  or  franchise  whatsoever,'  as 
contained  in  Section  26,  Article  V.  of  the  State  Constitution,  and  proo- 
ably  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  Section  11,  Article  XII.  of  the 
State  Constitution." 

The  courts  of  many  States  have  held  that  special  privileges  and 
immunities,  unless  based  upon  very  reasonable,  classifications,  are  in 
violation  of  the  equal  rights  clause  of  the  Constitution,  so  that  under 
the  decisions  of  other  courts  and  of  our  own  State,  this  bill  would 
seem  to  be  unconstitutional  and  therefore  inoperative. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  it  seems  proper  to  withhold  my  approval 
from  said  H.  B.  No.  181,  which  I  therefore  respectfully  do.

CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION. 
HOUSE  CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION  NO.  4. 
Introduced  by  Cutts, 

WHEREAS,  Montana's  wealth,  industry  and  resources  should  be 
displayed  at  the  Pamana-Pacifiic  International  Exposition  to  be  held  at 
San  Francisco,  State  of  California,  in  the  year  of  1915  and  the  Panama- 
California  Exposition  to  be  held  at  San  Diego,  State  of  California  in 
the  year  1915,  and 

WHEREAS,  because  of  lack  of  funds  no  appropriation  has  been 
made  by  this  Assembly  for  collection,  establishment  and  maintenance 
of  proper  exhibits  at  the  said  Expositions,  therefore 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  the  Senate  concurring,  that  the  Governor  be 
empowered  to  appoint  a  commission  of  three  persons,  which  commis- 
sion shall  serve  without  compensation  or  expense  to  the  State,  to 
solicit  and  receive  contributions  of  money  from  counties,  cities,  towns, 
civic  organizations,  indivduals  and  •  corporations  and  to  administer  such 
funds  for  collection,  establishment  and  maintenance  of  proper  exhibits 
and  representation  at  said  Expositions  in  a  manner  deemed  to  be  lo 
the  best  interests  of  the  State.

the  cost  of  any  of  the  improvements  herein  provided  for  between  the 
corner  lot  and  the  inside  lots  of  any  block,  the  council  may,  in  the 
resolution  creating  any  improvement  district,  provide  that  whenever 
any  of  the  improvements  herein  provided  for  shall  be  along  any  side 
street,  or  bordering  or  abutting  upon  the  side  of  any  corner  lot  of  any 
block,  that  the  amount  of  the  assessment  against  the  property  in  such 
district,  to  defray  the  cost  of  such  improvements,  shall  be  assessed 
that  each  square  foot  of  the  land,  embraced  within  any  such  corner 
lot,  shall  bear  double  the  amount  of  the  cost  of  such  improvement  that 
a  square  foot  of  any  inside  lot  shall  bear." 

We  recommend  that  Section  19  be  amended  by  striking  out  the 
word  "October"  in  line  379,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word 
"September." 

We  recommend  that  all  of  Section  30  be  stricken  from  the  bill. 

We  recommend  that  all  of  Section  36  be  stricken  from  the  bill. 

We  recommend  that  Section  28  be  amended  by  adding  thereto  the 
following:  "When  one  payment  becomes  delinquent  all  payments  shall, 
at  the  option  of  the  City  Council,  by  appropriate  resolutions  duly 
adopted,  become  delinquent,  and  the  whole  property  shall  be  sold  the 
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same  as  other  property  is  sold  for  taxes." 

We  recommend  to  amend  Section  26  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"cease"  in  line  544,  the  following:  "When  it  is  provided  by  the  resolu- 
tion creating  the  district  that  the  works  be  paid  for  in  bonds,  the  City

Day  in  the  chair.  * 
House  resumed. 
Mr.  Speaker  in  the  chair. 

Day  from  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  reported  as  follows: 
Mr.  Speaker: 

Your  Committee  of  the  Whole,  to  whom  was  referred  S.  B.  No.  72, 
a  bill  for  an  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  amend  Sections  786,  2196  and 
2197  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  the  State  of  Montana  of  1907,  as  amended 
by  Chapter  76  of  the  Laws  of  the  Eleventh  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Montana,  relating  to  the  investment  of  the  funds  of  the  State 
Normal  School,  Permanent  University  Fund,  Permanent  Agricultural 
College  Funds  and  Permanent  School  Funds,"  having  had  same  under 
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consideration,  report  same  back  to  the  House  with  the  recommendation 
that  same  be  concurred  in  with  the  following  amendments: 

Amend  Section  1  by  striking  out  in  line  5  the  words  "irrigation  dis- 
trict securities  of  this  State,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words, 
"bonds  of  irrigation  districts  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State." 

Amend  Section  2  in  line  39  by  striking  out  the  words  "to  which 
shall  be  appurtenant  a  sufficient  water  right,"  and  by  striking  out  in 
lines  45  and  4G  the  words  "and  the  appurtenant  water  rights." 

Amend  Section  2  by  striking  out  all  of  Sub-division  7  and  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  following  words  and  figures: 

Seventh.  (Apportionment  to  Counties.):  In  order  to  secure  con- 
tinuous investment  so  far  as  possible  for  the  moneys  of  the  permanent 
funds  of  the  common  school  and  other  educational  and  charitable  in- 
stitutions, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commission- 
ers to  fill  the  applications  for  loans  received  from  the  different  coun- 
ties as  rapidly  as  such  funds  are  available  and  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  received.  Provided,  however,  that  if  enough  of  such  moneys 
remain  on  hand  in  the  State  Treasury  uncalled  for,  to  warrant  them 
doing  so,  the  State  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  divide  such  moneys 
among  the  organized  counties  of  the  State,  in  proportion  to  the  popu- 
lation, as  nearly  as  may  be,  subject  to  the  following  provisions: 

1.  On  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  May  and  November  in  each  year, 
the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  shall  cause  to  be  made  an  esti- 
mate of  the  amount  of  permanent  school  and  other  educational  funds 
which  shall  be  on  hand  and  uninvested  by  the  first  day  of  July  and 
January  next  ensuing. 

2.  The  amount  of  such  estimate  shall  be  apportioned  among  the 
several  organized  counties  of  the  State  in  proportion  to  population,  and 
the  County  Auditors  of  the  several  counties  shall  be  forthwith  notified 
of  the  amount  so  apportioned. 

3.  On  receiving  said  notice,  if  no  applications  for  loans  of  such 
funds  upon  first  mortgages  upon  improved  farm  lands  in  an  amount 
sufficient  to  cover  said  estimate  shall  be  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
County  Auditor,  he  shall  cause  notice  to  be  published  in  some  news- 
paper of  general  circulation  in  the  county,  which  notice  shall  state  the 
amount  of  money  which  will  be  in  the  County  Treasury  for  such  loans, 
and  the  terms  upon  which  the  same  may  be  loaned,  and  that  applica- 
tions therefor  will  be  received  at  the  office  of  the  County  Auditor,  which 
notice  shall  be  published  at  least  one  in  each  week  for  six  consecutive 
weeks,  commencing  as  near  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  and  November  as 
may  be  possible.  Should  applications  sufficient  to  take  up  all  of  such 
funds  be  received  before  the  expiration  of  such  period  of  publication  of 
said  notice,  the  publication  of  said  notice  may  be  discontinued. 

4.  If  no  applications  for  loans  of  such  funds  shall  be  received  by 
the  County  Auditor  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July  or  January,  as  the 
case  may  be,  he  shall  promptly  notify  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commis- 
sioners of  the  fact.  If  applications  shall  be  received  by  the  County 
Auditor  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  the  estimate  for  such  county,  thei 
Auditor  shall  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  or  January,  as  the  case 
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may  be,  notify  the  said  commissioners  of  the  amount  of  such  applica- 
tions so  received. 

5.  If  the  total  amount  of  applications  for  loans  of  such  funds  as 
certified  by  the  several  county  auditors  to  the  State  Board  of  Land 
Commissioners  shall  exceed  the  amount  of  moneys  in  said  funds  on 
hand  for  distribution,  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  shall  dis- 
tribute said  funds  by  sending  to  the  counties  applying  for  less  than 
the  apportionment  the  full  amount  of  their  several  applications  and 
shall  divide  the  remainder  of  such  apportionment  among  the  counties 
applying  for  more  than  the  amounts  apportioned  to  them  separately, 
proportionately. 

6.  If  the  amounts  of  the  applications  certified  by  the  several  county 
Auditors  to  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  shall  be  less  than 
the  full  amount  of  such  funds  on  hand  for  distribution,  such  funds  shall 
be  distributed  in  proportion  to  population  among  the  several  counties. 

7.  If  the  amounts  of  applications  certified  by  the  County  Auditor 
shall  equal  the  amount  of  moneys  on  hand  for  distribution  the  same 
shall  be  distributed  accordingly. 

8.  (Duties  of  County  Treasurer.)  All  moneys  sent  by  the  State 
Board  of  Land  Commissioners  to  the  several  counties  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  County  Treasurer,  who 
shall  execute  triplicate  receipts  therefor,  one  to  be  filed  with  the 
County  Auditor,  one  with  the  State  Treasurer  and  one  to  be  filed  with 
the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
County  Treasurer  to  receive,  collect  and  account  for  all  moneys  be- 
longing to  said  funds  received  from  the  State,  or  from  individuals  in 
payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  loans  of  the  same  made  by  the 
county. 

9.  (Loans  by  Counties — How  Made — Rate  of  Interest.)  Each 
county  shall  loan  or  invest,  and  keep  invested,  all  the  funds  so  re- 
ceived from  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners,  as  aforesaid,  in 
first  mortgages  upon  good,  improved  farm  lands  within  their  limits  re- 
spectively. The  amount  of  each  loan  shall  not  exceed  one-third  of  the 
actual  value  of  the  lands  covered  by  the  mortgages  given  to  secure  the 
same,  such  value  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  County  Commission- 
ers of  the  county  in  which  the  land  is  siutate,  and  in  no  case  snail 
more  than  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00)  be  loaned  to  any  one  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation.  All  of  said  loans  shall  draw  interest  at  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent  per  annum  and  shall  be  payable  semi-annually  on 
the  first  day  of  January  and  July.  All  mortgages  shall  be  made  in  the 
name  of  the  State  as  naortgages. 

10.  (Forms— How  Prepared.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State 
Board  of  Land  Commissioners  and  the  Attorney  General  of  the  State 
to  prepare  a  form  of  mortgage  for  use  in  loaning  said  funds,  such 
forms  to  be  furnished  free  of  cost  to  all  the  county  officers,  to  be  used 
exclusively  by  them  in  the  transaction  of  all  business  pertaining  to 
school  and  educational  funds.  Provided,  that  such  form  of  mortgage 
shall  contain  the  provision  that  default  in  the  payment  of  interest 
thereon  at  any  time  for  a  period  of  thirty  days  after  the  same  became 
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due  shall  cause  the  whole  principal  and  interest  of  said  mortgage  to 
become  at  once  due  and  payable. 

11.  (County  Commisisoners  Publish  Notice.)  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  County  Commissioners  to  cause  from  time  to  time  such  notice  to 
be  given  by  publication  in  the  newspapers  of  the  county  if  any  be  pub- 
lished therein  as  will  fully  advise  the  people  of  the  county  whenever 
any  moneys  of  such  funds  are  in  the  county  treasury  for  investment  as 
in  this  Act  provided.  The  County  Attorney  shall  examine  and  approve 
the  abstracts  of  title  of  such  loans  as  shall  be  offered  as  security  for 
sucli  loans.  No  loans  of  funds  shall  at  any  time  be  made  to  any  county 
officer  while  in  office. 

12.  (Penalty  for  Failure  to  Act.)  Any  County  Auditor,  County 
Clerk  and  Recorder,  County  Treasurer,  County  Commissioner,  or 
County  Attorney  failing,  refusing  or  neglecting  to  perform  any  of  the 
duties  which  are  required  of  him  by  this  Act  and  at  the  time  requirea 
shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  Fifty  Dollars  or  more  thaix 
Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  a  civil  action  in  the 
District  Court  against  him  and  his  bondsmen. 

13.  (Money  Returned  by  Counties — When.)  Whenever  any  moneys 
of  any  permanent  school  or  other  educational  funds  shall  have  been  sent 
to  or  received  by  any  county,  and  no  application  for  loans  of  the  same, 
as  provided  in  this  article,  shall  have  been  made,  after  the  notice,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  shall  have  been  continuously  published  for  thirty 
days  next  succeeding  the  first  day  of  January  or  July  when  such 
money  was  received,  the  County  Auditor  shall  certify  to  the  facts  to 
the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  with  a  statement  that  such 
money  cannot  be  loaned.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of 
Land  Commissioners  to  order  the  state  funds,  to  be  returned  to  the 
State  Treasurer  forthwith  with  interest  thereon  as  herein  provided  for 
a  period  of  thirty  days,  and  when  so  returned  to  the  State  Treasurer 
such  funds  shall  be  re-distributed  by  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commis- 
sioners or  invested  in  other  securities  as  provided  by  law. 

14.  (Default — Lands  Bid  in  by  County.)  In  case  of  default  in  the 
condition  of  any  mortgage  taken  by  any  county  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  article  by  reason  of  which  the  right  to  foreclose  the 
same  shall  accrue,  the  County  Treasurer  shall  notify  the  County  At- 
torney of  such  default  and  the  County  Attorney  shall  foreclose  such 
mortgage  by  action  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the  foreclosure 
of  mortgages  upon  real  property.  If  no  other  person  shall  bid  the  full 
amount  due  upon  the  said  mortgage  upon  the  foreclosure  sale  of  the 
same,  with  such '  costs  and  expenses  of  the  foreclosure  and  sale,  the 
County  Attorney  or  County  Auditor  shall  bid  the  land  in,  in  the  name 
of  the  county  and  if  the  same  is  not  redeemed  as  provided  by  law,  the 
sheriff's  deed  shall  be  made  to  the  said  county  and  the  said  county 
shall  thereby  become  the  owner  of  said  land. 

15.  (Mortgages — How  Satisfied.)  Upon  the  full  payment  of  any 
school  fund  mortgage  within  the  State  of  Motnana,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  County  Treasurer  of  the  county  in  which  such  school  fund  mortg- 
age was  recorded  to  cancel  the  notes  and  mortgages  by  stamping  them 
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as  paid,  and  to  deliver  to  the  person  paying  the  same  a  certificate  of 
the  payment  thereof,  which  certificate  shall  be  presented  to  the  Auditor 
of  such  county  and  filed  by  him  in  his  office  whose  duty  it  shall  then 
be  to  execute  a  full  release  and  satisfaction  thereof. 

IG.  In  counties  having  no  county  auditor,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  County  Clerk  or  Recorder  to  perform  all  of  the  duties  herein  to 
be  performed  by  the  County  Auditor,  and  with  the  same  force  and 
effect. 

17.  All  moneys  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  designated  for  in- 
vestment in  farm  mortgages  and  shall  for  such  purpose  be  divided  among 
the  organized  counties  of  the  State  pursuant  to  this  Act,  shall  be  lield 
and  managed  as  trust  funds,  and  the  several  counties  shall  be  and  re- 
main responsible  and  accountable  for  the  principal  and  interest  of  all 
such  moneys  received  by  them  from  the  date  of  receipt  until  returned, 
and  in  case  of  loss  of  any  money  so  apportioned  to  any  county,  said 
county  shall  make  the  same  good  out  of  its  common  revenue. 

18.  Each  county  shall,  semi-annually,  on  the  first  day  of  January 
and  July,  render  an  account  of  the  condition  of  the  funds  entrusted  to 
it  to  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners,  and  at  the  same  time 
pay  to  or  account  to  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  for  the 
interest  due  on  all  funds  entrusted  to  it. 

19.  So  long  as  there  shall  be  any  demand  for  the  same,  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  State  shall  be  invested  in  farm  mortgages. 

Also 

Having  had  under  consideration  S.  J.  M.  No.  4,  "Petition  to  Con- 
gress to  enact  such  legislation  as  will  be  necessary  for  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  an  Agricultural  building  for  the  display  of 
agricultural  products,"  report. same  back  to  the  House  with  the  recom- 
mendation that  same  be  concurred  in.

Section  3.  That  Section  71,  Chapter  147,  Session  Laws,  1909,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  71.  Locations  of  mining  claims  may  be  made  upon  the 
lands  belonging  to  the  State,  provided,  that  said  locations  can  not  be 
made  on  leased  land  except  by  written  consent  of  leasee,  as  follows: 
The  discoverer  of  a  body  of  mineral  in  either  a  vein,  lode,  or  ledge,  or 
mineral  in  a  placer  deposit  shall  immediately  post  conspicuously  a  no- 
tice that  he  has  made  such  a  discovery,  on  the  date  stated  in  such 
notice,  and  shall  complete  such  location  in  all  respects  as  prescribed 
by  the  laws  of  this  State  for  the  location  of  mining  claims  upon  the 
public  lands  of  the  United  States,  except  that  no  notice  of  such  loca- 
tion need  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  County  Clerk,  but  such  notice 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Register  of  State  Lands.  Such  procedure  shall 
empower  the  locator  or  locators  to  retain  possession  of  and  operate 
said  claim  for  the  period  of  one  year,  at  the  end  of  which  time  he  or 
they  shall  be  required  to  take  a  lease  thereof  for  a  period  of  from  one 
to  five  years  upon  such  terms  and  at  such  price  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  between  him  and  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners. 

During  the  lease  period  this  land  shall  not  be  subject  to  sale  ex- 
cept on  application  of  the  lessee  and  in  case  of  such  sale  the  lesse  or 
lessees  shall  have  the  right  to  purchase  at  the  highest  bid  offered. 

At  expiration  of  lease  if  there  is  more  than  one  applicant  for  lease, 
then  competitive  bids  shall  be  asked  for,  but  the  old  lessee  shall  have 
the  right  to  renew  lease  at  the  highest  bid  offered. 

In  event  the  land  is  leased  or  sold  to  another,  before  lease  or 
purchase  contract  or  deed  is  issued,  there  must  be  filed  with  the 
Register  of  State  Lands  a  receipt  showing  that  price  of  surface  and 
underground  improvements  as  agreed  upon  by  the  parties,  or  fixed  by 
the  State  Land  Agent,  has  been  paid  to  the  owner  thereof  in  full,  or 
proof  that  the  owner  elects  to  remove  such  improvements  as  can  be 
removed  without  detriment  to  the  land. 

If  lease  is  not  renewed  or  land  sold,  the  improvements  thereon 
shall  revert  to  the  State  at  the  end  of  ninety  days  after  lease  expira- 
tion, unless  such  time  be  extended  by  the  Register  for  good  cause 
shown. 

And  that  figure  3  line  32,  be  changed  to  4. 
And  that  figure  4,  line  39,  be  changed  to  5. 
And  that  figure  5,  line  40,  be  changed  to  6. 
Also 

Having  had  under  consideration  H.  B.  No.  390,  a  bill  for  an  Act

ing themselves  to  be  an  attorney  and  from  receiving  any  fee  for  serv- 
ices rendered  as  such,"  report  same  back  to  the  House  with  the  rec- 
ommendation that  same  do  pass.

WHEREAS,  Terah  T.  Maroney,  a  resident  of  this  State,  on  the  first 
day  of  March,  1913,  made  a  most  daring  and  scientific  flight  in  a  hard 
and  gusty  wind  over  a  portion  of  the  City  of  Helena,  thence  to  the 
State  Capitol  Building,  where  he  gave  a  most  scientific  demonstration 
of  his  ability  and  courage  to  handle  an  aeroplane  under  adverse  condi- 
tions, the  flight  being  made  for  the  amusement  of  this  Legislative 
Assembly;  therefore 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  Thirteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Montana,  in  session  assembled,  confer  upon  Mr.  Maroney 
the  title  of  Montana's  Official  Aviator,  that  he  be  enrolled  as  an  hon- 
orary member  of  the  Montana  National  Guard  and  subject  to  the  call 
of  the  Governor  for  aerial  scouting  in  case  of  war,  insurrection  or  re- 
bellion, and  that  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  spread  upon  the 
Journal  of  this  Assembly.

The 
extra  Fancy  grade  grade  shall  consist  of  sound,  smooth,  well  formed 
apples,  free  from  all  insect  pests,  disease,  blemishes  and  physical  in- 
jury, and  all  apples  in  this  grade  must  show  natural  color,  and  be 
characteristic  of  the  variety.  The  color  of  the  apples  in  this  grade 
shall  be  for  solid  red  variety  at  least  seventy  per  cent  of  good  red 
color;  for  striped  variety,  the  apples  must  have  at  least  forty-five  per 
cent  of  red  color  with  yellow  background;  for  red  cheek  of  blush  va- 
riety, the  apples  must  have  a  distinctively  colored  cheek  or  blush,  and 
in  this  grade  no  box  shall  contain  more  than  two  hundred  apples.  The 
fancy  grade  shall  be  composed  only  of  apples  having  same  physical 
requirements  as  extra  fancy,  and  be  free  from  disease,  blemishes,  in- 
jury or  defect  as  the  Extra  Fancy,  but  may  contain  apples  that  are 
slightly  limb  rubbed  or  russetted.  In  solid  red  variety,  the  fancy  grade 
must  have  at  least  thirty-five  percent  of  good,  natural  color.  Stripped 
or  partially  red  variety  must  have  at  least  ten  per  cent  of  good,  red 
color,  red  cheek,  or  blush  variety  must  have  correct  physical  qualities 
without  requirements  as  to  the  color,  and'  no  box  must  contain  more 
than  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  apples.  The  "C"  grade  shall  be 
made  up  of  all  merchantable  apples  not  included  in  the  Extra  Fancy 
and  Fancy  grade,  and  must  be  free  from  insect  pests,  worm  and  physi- 
cal injury,  such  as  skin  puncture,  and  must  be  free  from  rot.  The  re- 
quirements as  to  the  color  shall  be  omitted  in  this  grade,  and  no  box 
shall  contain  more  than  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  apples.  All  other 
apples  offered  for  sale  within  the  State  of  Motnana,  and  not  marked 
as  Extra  Fancy,  Fancy,  or  "C"  grade,  shall  be  culls,  and  shall  be 
plainly  stamped  and  marked  as  culls.

I  did  use  the  following  language  in  reference  thereto: 

"The  situation  is  that  same  time  yesterday  certain  members  of 
this  House,  including  myself,  learned  of  a  trading  movement  on  foot  in 
connection  with  Senate  Bill  No.  120.  It  was  specifically  stated  that  a 
certain  paper  was  being  circulated  containing  some  nine  or  ten  names 
subscribed  to  vote  against  this  measure,  in  consideration  of  certain 
other  votes  for  certain  other  measures. 

And  it  came  to  our  knowledge  that  the  Progressive  gentleman  from 
Yellowstone,  Mr.  Crippen,  did  accost  the  representative  from  Dawson, 
Mr.  Kemmis,  and  one  other  and  tell  them  in  effect  that  unless  they 
voted  against  Senate  Bill  No.  120,  he,  Mr.  Crippen,  would  swing  a  cer- 
tain number  of  votes  (some  nine  or  ten,  I  understand)  against  his 
county  division  bill." 

Mr.  Kemmis  later  corroborated  this  statement  upon  the  floor  of 
the  House. 

Since  introducing  this  evidence  before  the  House,  I  have  been  in- 
formed that  the  'trading  movement'  referred  to  was  a  regular  Pro- 
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gressive  Republican  caucus  procedure  and  under  the  circumstances  I 
believe  an  injustice  has  been  done  the  gentleman  from  Yellowstone,  in- 
dividually, by  certain  newspapers,  in  alluding  to  him  as  standing  'ac- 
cused upon  a  constitutional  bribery  charge.' 

This  statement  is  offered  at  this  time,  that  no  member  be  placed 
under  a  cloud  of  suspicion  that  might,  in  a  measure,  be  dispelled  by  an 
honest  explanation  of  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  is  also  intended  as  a 
personal  expression  of  esteem  for  the  gentleman  from  Yellowstone  as  a 
well  intentioned,  though  politically  misguided  representative  of  the 
people  and  as  a  creditable  citizen  of  Montana.

PRESENTATION    SPEECH   BY   MR.  WALKER. 
Mr.  Speaker: 

At  last,  being  of  the  hopeless  minority,  I  think  we  have  arrived 
at  one  stage  of  the  proceedings  where  we  all  agree.  The  Socialist 
party,  the  Progressive,  the  Republican,  the  Democratic,  all  members 
of  those  parties  are  at  last  unanimous  in  at  least  one  thing.  We, 
gentlemen,  have  passed  through  what  has  perhaps  been  one  of  the 
most  turbulent  sessions  in  the  history  of  our  State.  Throughout  this 
session  many  of  us  needlessly  have  antagonized  one  another  and 
have  indulged  in  personalities  which  we  will  later  regret.  However, 
undoubtedly,  those  who  are  fair  will  attribute  this  to  haste  and  in- 
discretion. To  my  mind,  gentlemen,  the  Thirteenth  Legislative 
Assembly  has  been  a  success.  Gentlemen,  I  have  said  it  has  been  what 
we  may  call  a  real  fighting  House  and  we  have  all  really  enjoyed  it, 
even  though  we  have  disagreed,  and  even  though  we  have  said  upon 
the  floor  some  things  we  may  regret  and  have  indulged  in  personal- 
ities which  we  would  gladly  forget.  At  this  stage,  gentlemen,  each 
and  every  member  will  give  credit  to  the  other  and  say  that,  at  the 
time,  he  did  what  he  thought  was  best  for  the  interests  of  his  con- 
stituents and  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

At  this  time  we  are  all  agreed.  The  House  of  the  Thirteenth  Assem- 
bly is  unanimous.  We  have  passed  through  stormy  scenes  and  one  of 
the  most  wonderful  things  has  been  the  action  of  the  gentleman  who 
presided  over  this  body.  To  my  mind  and  in  my  humble  opinion,  the 
gentleman  who  has  wielded  the  gavel  during  this  session  has  done  it 
most  successfully.  He  has  acted  with  fairness.  Considering  the  many 
fights  and  the  many  quarrels;  considering  the  many  diveristies  of 
opinion;  to  have  reigned  supreme  upon  the  chair  and  to  have  gone 
through  the  session  with  such  marked  success  is  deserving  of  the  high- 
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est  commendation. 

I  do  not  care  to  pay  tribute  too  highly  to  one  who  is '  before  ns, 
but  I  think  it  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  this  Assembly  that  Dr. 
Macdonald  has  been  fair  and  square,  and  that  we  owe  him  a  debt  of 
gratitude  for  presiding  in  the  manner  in  which  he  has  over  an  Assem- 
bly of  this  kind.  (Applause.) 

Gentlemen,  let  us  cast  aside  political  considerations  for  a  moment, 
and  let  us  pay  tribute  to  him  who  has  demonstrated  himself  to  be 
one  of  the  fairest  and  one  of  the  squarest  Speakers  Montana  has  ever 
had.  (Applause.) 

Doctor,  allow  me,  on  behalf  of  those  over  whom  you  have  presided, 
to  pay  unto  you  a  small  and  humble  testimonial  of  the  high  regard 
and  esteem  in  which  the  Thirteenth  Legislative  Assembly  holds 
you.  (Mr.  Walker  then  presented  Speaker  Macdonald  with  a  beautiful 
gold  stop  watch  suitably  engraved.)     (Great  Applause.) 

SPEECH   OF   ACCEPTANCE   BY   SPEAKER  MACDONALD. 

(After  a  dead  silence  for  about  a  minute  in  which  the  Speaker 
seemed  greatly  affected.) 

"The  House  will  be  in  order."  (Applause.) 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  a  modest  and  diffident  man,  and  the  very  kind  words  which 
the  eloquent  gentleman  from  Silver  Bow  has  used  in  making  this  pre- 
sentation have  fairly  taken  my  breath  away.  To  have  been  presented 
^  with  a  token  so  magnificent  as  this  which  you  have  given  me  is  some- 

thing beyond  the  bounds  of  my  expectations.  It  was  suggetsed  to  me 
by  Mr.  Blake  that  the  House  would  probably  present  me  with  some 
little  token  of  regard,  but  that  it  should  have  been  anything  of  the 
value  of  this  I  never  dreamed  for  a  moment. 

I  do  not  propose  at  this  time,  gentlemen,  to  make  you  a  speech, 
because  if  I  did,  the  whole  tenor  of  it  would  be  an  attempt  to  show 
the  grateful  appreciation  which  I  hold  for  your  act  this  evening,  but 
I  will  assure  you  that  under  circumstances  less  embarrassing  than  the 
present,  it  would  still  be  entirely  impossible  for  me  to  find  words  ade- 
quate to  express  my  gratitude. 

We  have,  as  the  gentleman  from  Silver  Bow  has  said,  passed 
through  a  very  stormy  session.  We  have  had  several  parties  in  the 
House,  all  of  whom  were  desirous  of  gaining  an  advantage  for  their 
particular  party,  and  not  always  caring  particularly  whether  the  means 
were  exactly  fair  or  otherwise;  but  that  is  all  in  the  game  of  politics, 
and  when  we  go  away  and  size  up  the  whole  situation,  we  will  prob- 
ably make  up  our  minds  that  the  members  of  the  Thirteenth  Legisla- 
tive Assembly  were  as  sincere  and  honest  a  "bunch"  as  ever  got 
together. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  every  member  of  this  House  is  honest  in  his 
convictions  and  has  been  trying  to  do  the  best  he  could  to  reconcile 
his  opinions  to  the  opinions  of  others,  but  sometimes  that  is  difficult 
to  do,  and  it  has  been  difficult  in  this  case. 

Now,  gentlemen,  our  session  is  drawing  to  a  close;  our  sixty  days 
are  up;  we  are  about  to  return  to  our  homes  with  pleasure,  of  course, 
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but  at  the  same  time  there  will  be  an  element  of  sadness  in  the  part- 
ing. We  met  here  as  strangers.  We  have  grown,  many  of  us,  to  be 
friends.  We  have  formed  friendships  which  probably  will  last  while 
life  remains.  Our  State  is  a  wide  one,  and  we  will  be  separated  by 
great  distances,  and  we  will  meet  but  rarely;  and  many,  of  course, 
will  never  meet  again.  But  I  believe  we  will  go  away,  giving  each 
other  credit  for  honesty  of  purpose;  and  personally,  I  can  say  to  you 
tonight  that  I  hold  no  feeling  of  malice  toward  any  single  individual  in 
this  House  of  Representatives.  (Applause.) 

I  told  you  when  I  was  installed  as  Speaker  that  1  would  endeavor 
to  be  fair.  After  the  sixty  days  have  passed,  gentlemen,  I  tell  you  I 
believe  I  have  been  fair.  (Great  Applause.)  I  told  you  that  in  con- 
ducting the  business  of  the  House  I  should  give  the  advantage  neither 
to  Democrats,  to  Progressives,  to  Republicans  nor  to  Socialist,  and  I 
believe  I  have  carried  out  that  promise,  (Renewed  Applause.)  If  I 
have  not,  gentlemen,  I  have  failed  in  my  intentions.  I  have  tried  to 
give  every  man  a  square  deal,  whether  friend  or  foe,  and  when  I  say 
"foe"  I  mean  "political  foe,"  because  I  believe  we  are  all  friends  and 
are  going  to  part  friends.     (Great  Applause.) 

While  I  am  on  my  feet  and  on  this  subject,  I  wish  to  thank  par- 
ticularly the  clerical  force  of  the  House  for  the  many  courtesies  I 
have  received  at  their  hands,  I  have  never  asked  any  of  them  for  a 
favor,  but  that  it  was  willingly  granted  and  in  most  cases  my  wishes 
have  been  anticipated.  As  to  the  Chief  Clerk,  I  want  to  say  that  if 
Charlie  Pond  wants  anything  I  have  at  any  time,  he  can  liave  it  for 
the  asking,     (Great  Applause,) 

The  Sergeant-at-Arms  and  his  force,  too,  have  been  especially  ef- 
ficient, and  even  the  pages  have  been  so  prompt  and  attentive  to  their 
duties  that  they  deserve  the  thanks  not  only  of  myself,  but  of  the  en- 
tire membership  of  the  House, 

In  regard  to  this  handsome  token  that  you  have  given  me,  while 
its  value  is  great,  it  is  not  its  intrinsic  worth  which  I  prize  the  most 
highly.  There  is  a  sentiment  attached  to  it,  which  will  always  be 
present  in  my  mind  as  I  use  it  daily,  I  imagine  that  as  long  as  life 
shall  last,  this  watch  will  always  be  present  with  me,  and  I  believe 
that  never  a  day  will  come  or  go  but  I  shall  remember  the  pleasant 
associations  of  the  Thirteenth  Legislative  Assembly;  and  I  can 
truly  say  that  there  has  not  been  a  single  hour  since  we  met  together 
until  the  present  time  that  I,  if  I  could,  would  have  erased  from  my 
memory.    Gentlemen,  I  thank  you.     (Great  Applause.) 

PRESENTATION  SPEECH  OF  MR.  WALKER. 
Mr.  Speaker  and  Gentlemen: 

A  few  of  those  who  were  ambitious  to  become  members  of  the 
Twentieth  Legislative  Assembly  and  who  have  been  hovering  about 
and  creating  a  lot  of  mischief  on  the  floor,  but  at  the  same  time  help- 
ing the  members  out  at  every  opportunity,  are  most  desirous  to  pay 
tribute  to  Doctor  Macdonald,  and  on  their  behalf,  allow  me  to  pre- 
sent to  you  a  set  of  Stevenson — on  behalf  of  the  Pages  of  the  House, 
(Great  Applause,) 
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SPEECH   OP  ACCEPTANCE  BY   SPEAKER  MACDONALD. 
Boys,  this  is  certainly  rubbing  it  in.    I  am  sure  I  do  not  deserve 
this    consideration,    but   I    thank    you    most    heartily    just    the  same. 
(Applause.) 

PRESENTATION  SPEECH  OF  MR.  WALKER. 
Mr.  Speaker  and  Gentlemen: 

When  my  good  friend  from  Cascade  suggested  my  name  for  the 
Steering  Committee,  he  did  not  know  what  he  was  handing  me,  but 
I  began  to  realize  it  today.  I  am  somewhat  fatigued  this  evening,  but 
I  think  there  is  one  man  in  this  Assembly  who  is  a  bit  more  fatigued 
than  I  am,  the  man  who  has  really  had  the  most  strenuous  time  during 
the  last  sixty  days.  I  did  not  know  him  so  well  during  the  first  forty 
days  of  the  session,  but  I  have  got  to  know  him  during  the  last 
twenty  days,  or  during  the  portion  of  the  last  twenty  days  that  the 
Steering  Committee  has  acted.  Gentlemen,  we  have  heard  his  sonorous 
tones  quite  often  and  we  have  enjoyed  his  wit  on  several  occasions 
when  he  has  declared  that  twenty-three  have  voted  for  and  twenty- 
two  against,  and  some  of  the  little  jokes  that  have  been  added  to  the 
pleasure  of  the  Assembly,  and  I  believe  that  the  members  have  all 
appreciated  our  Chief  Clerk  and  I  think  the  Chief  Clerk  is  deserving 
of  appreciation.  I  have  come  in  contact  with  him  very  closely  in  the 
last  ten  or  fifteen  days.  I  do  not  know  of  any  man  who  is  more 
patient,  who  has  been  mode  desirous  of  working  with  the  administra- 
tion, who  has  been  mode  desirous  of  bringing  out  the  policies  for  which 
we  stand  and  who  has  tried  harder  to  play  fair  and  square.  During 
the  past  session  I  have  heard  of  actions  which  were  not  entirely  justified.  I 
have  heard  that  they  were  not  done  honestly  and  fairly,  but  no  one 
can  point  to  our  Chief  Clerk  and  say  that  he  did  anything  otherwise 
than  fair  and  square.  Mr.  Chief  Clerk,  on  behalf  of  the  House  and  its 
members,  I  desire  to  extend  you  a  small  token  of  the  esteem  of  the 
House  of  the  Thirteenth  Legislative  Assembly.     (Great  Applause.) 

SPEECH  OF  ACCEPTANCE   BY   CHIEF   CLERK  POND. 
Mr.  Speaker,  Mr.  Walker  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House: 

I  appreciate  the  kind  words  of  my  friend,  Mr.  Walker.  I  have  pre- 
sided as  Chief  Clerk  of  your  body  and  here,  at  nearly  the  end  of  tbe 
sixtieth  day,  I  agree  with  the  Speaker  of  this  body  that  it  is  an  occa- 
sion of  sadness.  Our  separation  will  occasion  many  regrets,  and  no 
one  more  than  I  will  dislike  to  see  the  Thirteenth  Legislative  Assem- 
bly dissolved. 

In  the  position  which  I  have  occupied  I  have  at  least  gained  a 
reputation,  with  a  few  of  my  friends  who  have  been  members  of  this 
body,  of  being  an  exceedingly  good  counter.  I  want  to  say,  gentlemen, 
that  whatever  little  mistakes  I  may  have  made  in  counting  the  rising 
vote  of  this  House  were  made  honestly  and  sincerely,  and  that  I  have 
always  thought  I  had  the  correct  number  counted  for  and  against, 
(Applause.)  At  not  time,  as  I  stood  at  this  desk  counting  you  as  you 
arose  to  your  feet,  did  it  -  ever  enter  into  my  mind,  or  was  it  my 
desire  to  count  one  vote  more  than  was  shown  upon  the  floor  of  this 
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House.  I  have  tried  in  every  way  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office. 
If  I  have  made  mistakes,  I  assure  you,  gentlemen,  they  have  been  mis- 
takes of  the  mind  and  not  of  the  heart.  I  am,  indeed,  glad  to  feel  you 
appreciate  the  services  which  I  have  tried  so  hard  to  render.  While 
I  have  had  a  great  deal  of  experience  since  the  State  has  been  admit- 
ted, and  have  been  identified  with  many  legislative  bodies,  I  want  to 
say  that  I  have  never  met  with  a  fairer  House  of  Representatives  than 
I  have  met  in  this  body. 

Gentlemen,  I  thank  you.     (Great  Applause.) 

PRESENTATION  SPEECH  BY  MR.  WALKER. 
Mr.  Speaker,  will  you  order  some  one  to  arrest  the  Sergeant-at- 
Arms? 

(Sergeant-at-Arms  is  escorted  to  the  platform.) 
Gentlemen: 

We  have  now  before  us  one  who  reminds  us  very  much  of  the 
sheriff.  As  a  rule  no  one  likes  the  sheriff,  but  in  this  particular  in- 
stance, gentlemen,  during  the  past  sixty  days  we  have  come  in  contact 
and  have  learned  to  more  than  like  our  good  friend,  Mr.  Van  Fleet.  I 
think  we  have  all  appreciated  his  courtesy,  his  affability,  and  even  his 
serious  attempts  to  keep  order  in  such  an  Assembly  as  the  Thirteenth 
Legislative  Assembly.  To  have  accomplished  the  feat  that  he  has 
accomplished,  to  have  inspired  the  obedience  of  all,  and  even  to  have 
kept  the  members  of  the  House  separated  is  truly  to  accomplish  much. 
(Applause.) 

I  think,  gentlemen,  that  in  addition  to  the  feeling  that  we  have 
expressed  with  reference  to  our  Chief  Clerk,  the  gentlemen  of  this 
Assembly  feel  most  kindly  and  appreciate  most  highly  the  services  of 
the  gentleman  who  has  acted'  as  our  Sergeant-at-Arms,  and  on  behalf 
of  the  gentlem.en  of  the  House,  allow  me,  Mr.  Van  Fleet,  to  present  a 
small  token  of  our  since  appreciation.     (Great  Applause.) 

SPEECH  OF  ACCEPTANCE  BY  SERGEANT-AT-ARMS. 
Gentlemen,  no  one  ever  accused  me  of  being  a  speaker.    This  is 
the  first  Assembly  that  I   ever   attended,  my   first  offense,   and  I'll 
plead  guilty." 

However,  I  want  to  say  that  nowhere  and  at  no  time  have  I  met 
a  better  "bunch"  of  fellows.  You  have  all  been  most  courteous  and 
kind  to  me  throughout  the  session,  and  each  one  of  you  has  done 
everything  possible  to  make  my  work  easy."  No  one  member  has  ever 
caused  me  any  trouble,  and  as  I  say,  each  has  done  what  he  could  to 
help  me.  I  not  only  appreciate  this  token,  but  I  fully  appreciate  all 
you  have  done  for  me,  and  I  thank  you  most  kindly.    (Great  Applause.) 

On  motion  of  Lovelace,  the  Journal  Clerk,  Bill  Clerk,  Enrolling 
Clerk,  Engrossing  Clerk  and  Clerks  on  the  Enrolling  Committee  were 
tendered  a  vote  of  thanks  from  the  House  for  their  efficient  services. 

On  motion  of  Day,  the  thanks  of  the  House  were  tendered  to 
Messrs.  Adam  Jardine,  Wilton  G.  Brown,  Harry  Kain,  Alfred  Kain 
and  William  Preuitt,  who  rendered  the  musical  selections  during  the 
Lincoln  Day  exercises. 
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On  motion  of  Day,  the  services  of  the  Clerks  on  the  Enrolling 
Committee  and  especially  those  of  Miss  Victoria  Smith,  were  ordered 
compensated  for  the  night  of  the  sixtieth  day. 

On  motion  of  Carnal,  the  vote  of  thanks  of  the  House  was  tend- 
ered to  Mr.  A.  W.  Winter  for  efficient  services  as  Assistant  Official 
Stenographer. 

Day  offered  the  following  motion: 
Mr.  Speaker: 

I  move  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  the 
Senate  and  inform  that  honorable  body  that  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Thirteenth  Legislative  Assembly  has  completed  its  business

Motion  prevailed  and  the  Speaker  .appointed  McMahon,  Lovelace 
and  Annin  as  such  committee  to  wait  upon  the  Senate  and  inform  it 
that  the  House  was  ready  to  adjourn;  and  Day,  Eliel  and  Crippen  as  a 
committee  to  notify  the  Grovernor  that  the  House  was  ready  to  adjourn. 

Lovelace  reported  that  the  committee  appointed  to  notify  the 
Senate  that  the  House  was  realy  to  adjourn,  had  performed  its  duty. 

Report  adopted. 

Day  reported  that  the  committee  had  notified  the  Governor  that 
the  House  was  ready  to  adjourn. 
Report  adopted. 

A  committee  from  the  Senate,  with  Whiteside  as  chairman,  pre- 
sented itself  at  the  bar  of  the  House  and  notified  the  House  that  the 
Senate  had  completed  its  business. 

On  motion  of  Norton,  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Thir- 
teenth Legislative  Assembly  adjourned  sine  die.
